Staff Troubles 


I 

"The things one hears around the circuit make him 

feel that all is not sweetness and light in the 
multiple-staffed church. One is reminded of the old 
bromide told of the college professor who wished to 
become pastor of a church. After serving two years 
in the pastorate, he resigned to return to the educa- 
tional field. Asked for his reason for doing this, he 
said: 

When I was in the university, they asked me to 

fill a chair; here I am expected to fill an entire 

davenport. 

Akin to this story is that of a young minister who 
had just looked over a great modern church with a 
multiple staff. He was excited by the listings of as- 
sociate and assistant ministers, secretaries, etc. Turn- 
ing to his companions, he said: 


With that number of helpers the pastor sure must 

have an easy time. 

Perhaps at that very moment the pastor of the great 
church was looking upon the younger brother with 
nostalgic memories of the days when he served a 
davenport church and knew nothing of staff troubles. 

Basically the troubles of a church staff stem from 
the heritage of Protestant ministerial training. A 
young man, or woman, is moved to prepare for the 
ministry. Preaching is so closely integrated into the 
thinking that neither he nor the bishops of the church 
find it easy to think of the profession in any terms ex- 
cept that of a “preaching ministry.” As churches 
grew larger and pastors required help in their work, 
their associates were looked upon as interns just mark- 
ing time until they could take over a church of their 
own. Even today, in the many multiple-ministry 
churches, the majority of those serving as educational 
directors, pastoral ministers, counselors, or adminis- 
trators yearn for the day to come when they can be- 
come a pastor and have their own church. 

When one is called to preach the gospel, and has 
been trained to preach the gospel, it is very difficult 
to rationalize that pastoral or administrative positions 
in the church are as worthy a calling as that of “pulpit 
chief.”

When one thinks of a staff, he naturally has in 
mind that there is the need of an executive. Another 
reason for much of the unhappiness is that the train- 
ing of the average clergyman prepares him to be a 
specialist rather than an administrator. There are many 
seminary courses which teach the art of pastoral coun- 
seling, but very, very few which give the student 
extended instruction in the skills of executive proce- 
dure. So in some situations a man trained to be a star 
is expected to have the ability to wield into a sub- 
stantial executive board a group of men and women 
who, as well as he, have been trained for stardom. 

Executive procedures makes much of the art of 
compromise. A good executive will agree that if a 
man is doing a constructive job in his way of working, 
it is well to give him a loose rein rather than insist 
that he change his methods to fit the executive's ideas. 
But when both the boss and the associate have been 
trained for stardom, it is not easy for either one to 
compromise his convictions. 

We recall how one young man serving as an as- 
sociate but hoping for a church of his own explained it. 
Most of my decisions are based on much thought 
and prayer. The decision becomes the voice of God. 

To compromise cheapens my character. 

Of course this kind of thinking is found in every 
calling, but it is particularly strong in the training of 
the Christian minister, who must be in a position to 
speak with authority. I recall a brief adage in one of 
the manuals of executive procedure: 

It is better to let an employee do his work in the 

way that he imagines is best if he is 75 percent 

right, rather than to follow your method which 
may be 99 percent right. 
ll 

Of course every local church staff must have a head. 
He is usually the pulpit preacher. We can talk about 
equality of the staff, even to the point of having 
equalized salaries, but the burden of administration 
must rest on one man. As a matter of record, staff 
churches seldom equalize salaries. The pastor has the 
responsibility of visualizing the entire program and 
helping his associates to administer it. 

While it is easy to say that the way out of the 
present situation is to give every minister equal rank

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with the other, in actual practice it is a difficult thing 
to do. It is made difficult by our traditional Protestant 
thinking. Few people can visualize a “ministry of the 
church,” but they do appreciate the “ministry of a 
pastor.” Even in the best organized staff the pastoral 
minister may be by-passed so that the senior minister 
can officiate at the funeral of the president of the 
board of trustees or at the wedding of the daughter of 
the largest contributor. No associate given a specialized 
part of the church program likes to see the boss 
preacher walk into his exclusive area on special 
occasions. 

On the other hand, the senior minister has a dif- 
ficult task. For the others there may be “days off”; 
he must stay on the job. He must smooth the ruffled 
feathers and defend his associates when he well knows 
that they are wrong. He must submerge his own 
grievances to build the unity of the church. He should 
keep the words of 1 Corinthians in his heart and mind. 
Credit must be given where credit is due, and some- 
times where it is not due. If he finds it necessary to 
release an associate, he may expect bitter criticism by 
some who really do not understand the situation. 

We recall very well a visit with a minister who had 
this particular problem. He asked if the editor couldn't 
find an opening for an associate who was not too 


effective. 
We protested that we lived in an area hundreds of 


miles away and it might be difficult to persuade the 
church to pay the cost of transporting the man, his 
wife, three children, and household goods. But the 
pastor still showed a spark of hope: 


“Would you not try to find him a place,” he asked, 
“if we would agree to pay all of the moving expenses 
from this end?” 


IV 

Some relief is being found in the growing practice 
of employing lay church business administrators, or 
managers. This unordained man will not be as closely 
involved in the emotional conflicts which plague those 
of the cloth. Certainly he will not contend for a chance 
to fill the pulpit. 

The logical, though difficult, solution will only 
come when the mind of the church recognizes that 
there are diversities of tasks in the ministry of the 
church which require specialized training for accom- 
plishment. 


The next step would be to provide training for the 
men and women who seek to serve the church in these 
specialized areas. The work should be elevated to a 
status that makes it worth while for one to plan to 
serve in any of these specialized areas, accepting it as 
his life work and not merely as a stepping stone to the 
pastorate.

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God’s Will — Don’t Rush It 


S ome years ago, in a meeting considering merger of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church with the Pres- 
byterian Church in the United States of America, there 
came forth a masterpiece of caution. 

A speaker had urged steps toward union. He out- 
lined the historical parallels of the two groups, noted 
the point of separation, and concluded by suggesting 
that such a merger was the will of God. 

An opposing speaker, presenting the other side, 
agreed with much that the first speaker said. He felt 
that the mind of God would be favorable to the 
merger. But he concluded by saying: “Yes, it may be 
the will of God. But let’s not hurry it.” 

This type of thinking was audible in two of the 
great denominational gatherings of the past week. In 
each instance the subject was racial integration. 

The Methodist Church, meeting in its General Con- 
ference in Denver, had a real problem. It was under 
pressure to do away with the Negro jurisdiction which 
really segregated the races so far as the conferences are 
concerned. No one there was willing to say that this 
might not be the will of God. Some very vigorously 
urged that it was. 

Caution prevailed. Integration might be the will 
of God. We will eventually get it. But let's not rush 
the matter. 

In Cleveland, the Presbyterian General Assembly 
of the United Presbyterian Church of the United States 
of America had under consideration an act to com- 
mend the picketing of stores which would not serve 
food at tables to Negroes. Again there were cries of 
caution. God is no respecter of colors. But to endorse 
such picketing at the present time would cause strife. 
It meant endorsing a boycott. But in this fight the inte- 
grationists won. The picketing was commended on the 
ground that God's moral law should have precedent 
over state laws. 

But don’t condemn nor praise too quickly. The 
Methodist Church of today represents a merged church 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, The Methodist 
Protestant Church, and the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South. The United Presbyterian Church of the 
United States of America does have a few churches in 
the Southland. But it is still a regional body. Most of 
its churches are found north of the Mason-Dixon line. 
Such things do make a difference.

How the Program Began 

Dr. McGee, a Baptist minister, headed 
the Department of Religious Activities 
at North Carolina Baptist Hospital. He 
was a member of the hospital board in 
1944, when the trustees voted to create 
such a department The other trustees, 
being well acquainted with his capabili 
ties, saddled Dr. McGee with that 
assignment 

Dr. McGee was given two jobs: (1) 
to improve the hospital's intradenomi 
national relations and (2) to serve as 
chaplain for the hospital's personnel and 
patients 

For very practical reasons the em 
phasis was put on the mending of de 
nominational fences.

In many cases the emotions are 


triggered by a sickness in the Spirit 

It is, of course, impossible to Say pre 
cisely just how often problems ot the

mental sickness. But that occurs more 
often than most of us appreciate. Carl 
Jung, the great Swiss psychiatrist, once 
said, “Among all my patients in the 
second half of life, there has not been 
one whose problem, in the last resort, 
was not that of finding a religious out- 
look on life.” 

Because of his peculiar role in our 
culture, the minister is better equipped 
than the doctor or the psychiatrist to fill 
that need. No matter what the minister's 
merit is as an individual, the cloth he 
wears and the cross he represents touch 
a chord that lies deep in all men. 


Dealing With Alcoholics 

The remarkable record of Alcoholics 
Anonymous, an organization which 
helps guide the individual alcoholic to 
a point where he finds faith in some 
power greater than himself, clearly il- 
lustrates the curative powers of a re- 
ligious experience. Doctors and psy- 
chiatrists have had a low batting average 
in dealing with alcoholics. Ministers too 
have failed with alcoholics, pernaps even 
more spectacularly than the medicine 
men. The significant fact, however, is 
that Alcoholics Anonymous succeeds es- 
sentially because it uses the religious 
tools of confession, forgiveness, and 
faith. Men of the cloth fail to do that in 
many instances. They ignore the fact 
that modern science teaches that alco- 
holism is a disease. Instead they fre- 
quently talk of morals and hint at a cer- 
tain suppleness in the alcoholic’s spine. 
Too often all they do is drive sick 
people out of their churches. 

Self-righteousness is a human weak- 
ness. With ministers it is also an oc- 
cupational hazard. But it is significant 
that where ministers, like E. A. Dillard 
of Hebron Colony, use the basic tools 
of religion in dealing with alcoholics, 
they accomplish the same miracles so 
often seen in Alcoholics Anonymous. 

There is an abundance of evidence 
that plainly shows the immense curative 
powers of a religious experience. The 
problem is essentially one of teaching 
ministers to make full and effective use 
of that power in dealing with the physi- 
cally sick. This is not said in a critical 
sense. 

The average minister has had no 
clinical training. His knowledge of 
medicine and psychiatry is limited. In 
most instances he has no more than a 
layman’s awareness of hospital oper- 
ation. Sometimes the inherited super- 
stitions of the past actually put him at 
cross-purposes with the doctors and the 
psychiatrists. A minister serving the sick 
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in a hospital is in a delicate position. 
There are a hundred ways in which he 
can unthinkingly step over into areas 
where he does not belong. His position 
really is a subordinate one. After all, 
the patient comes to the hospital to see 
a doctor, not a preacher. 

But within these limits the trained 
minister has an invaluable contribution 
to make to the art of healing. For four- 
teen years Dr. Young has labored 
mightily to provide an opportunity for 
religious workers, theological students, 
and working pastors to obtain the 
knowledge and experience that will fit 
them to serve on the healing team of 
modern medicine. 

In 1946 the Department of Pastoral 
Care at Baptist Hospital was a one-man 
show. Today there are six full-time 
workers in that department, plus seven 
interns. This department is not the only 
one in the field. There are similar pro- 
grams in New England and the Middle 
West. But it was one of the first such 


programs set up in the South. The de- 


partment’s budget is the largest of its 
kind in the nation, and the department 
is training more persons (one hundred 
last year) than any similar hospital pro- 
gram in the United States. Moreover, it 
is the only such program which com- 
bines the facilities of a teaching hospital, 
a four-year medical school, and a semi- 
nary owned by the same denomination. 
Dr. Young is a member of the faculty 
of both Bowman Gray School of Medi- 
cine and Southeastern Baptist Seminary 
at Wake Forest. 


Several Training Levels 

In order to reach the largest possible 
number of ministers, the training is 
offered at several different levels. 

The intern training is the most in- 
tense and lasts a full year. The depart- 
ment is allowed five interns each year. 
Many of the interns are theological stu- 
dents preparing for work as hospital 
chaplains. They are paid $125 a month 
and are treated just the same as the 
medical and surgical interns. Thus far 
the department has placed forty full- 
time hospital chaplains. 

During the summer there are eight- 
week courses designed especially for 
theological students. The hospital is 
planning to have four such courses this 
summer, with ten students in each class. 

As a rule working pastors prefer the 
six-week courses held during the late 
winter. The ministers come to class on 
Monday afternoon, and they are free by 
noon on Friday to return to their con- 
gregations. Ordinarily three six-week 


courses are given each winter. 

Applications for these courses run 
well ahead of vacancies. Up to the pres- 
ent, four hundred men have come to 
Baptist Hospital to obtain this spe- 
cialized training. Some come because 
they wish to improve their work among 
the sick of their congregations. Others 
come because they wish to make a 
career of working with the sick. They 
come from many states (thirty-two so 
far), and they represent many denomi- 
nations. 

In the various classes the pattern runs 
much the same. Men from the medical 
staff come in to lecture. One day it may 
be Dr. David Cayer, discussing the rela- 
tionship of emotions to the peptic ulcer. 
The next day it could be Dr. Richard 
Proctor, talking on alcoholism and the 
emotions, or Dr. Wingate Johnson, dis- 
cussing “The Common Meeting Ground 
Between the Minister and the Doctor.” 

Then there are seminar periods in 
which the class members discuss per- 
sonality development, the techniques of 
pastoral counseling, hospital visitations, 
and the like with Dr. Young and his 
staff 

In the afternoon the students tour the 
hospital, calling on patients. Each man 
is assigned from ten to fifteen beds, 
scattered over every floor in the hospital. 
Every patient is visited at least once. If 
the patient indicates he would like to 
have the minister call again, repeat visits 
are made. It repeat visits 
that the minister is able to establish a 
relationship with the patient and in 
many cases perform his traditional heal- 
ing function. The approach is non- 
directive—more one of intelligent lis 
tening than one of deliberate probing 
after problems. 


is on these 


Students work under close supervision 
at all times. Underlying this training is 
the philosophy that it makes no more 
sense to use Scripture and prayer with- 
out a distinctive purpose than it would 
for the doctor to give the same medicine 
to every patient. 

Evidently this sort of training is ef- 
fective. One student reported: “In a few 
weeks at the hospital I learned more 
about dealing intelligently with sick 
people than I could possibly have 
learned in five years of trial-and-error 
experience.” 

That is easy to understand, because 
pastoral care in a hospital is a form of 
crisis ministry. The patients, hit hard by 
the human question, Why did God let 
this happen to me? are often ripe for the 
catharsis of confession.

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But it is no time for hand-clapping 
revivalism.

That requires keen insight and a trained 
knowledge of the human personality. 


Outpatient Work 

The Pastoral Care Department's pro- 
gram is unique in that it provides the 
student (and the staff) with an abun- 
dance of outpatient counseling experi- 
ence. 

“We did not plan originally to offer 
outpatient counseling,” Dr. Young says. 
“But one day a woman who was having 
marital difficulties asked me to talk with 
her husband. I did. Since then this serv- 
ice has grown amazingly, and most of 
the growth has resulted from word-of- 
mouth advertising.” 

By 1953 the outpatient load became 
so great that Dr. Young began to keep 
a record of the number of persons who 
came to the clinic for counseling. 

“That year,” he says, “we saw 315 
men and women. Most of them—I 
would say 60 to 70 percent—came more 
than thirty miles to see us. One man 
flew in regularly from Knoxville.” 

Last year (1959) members of the staff 
and the seven interns spent 4,923 hours 
in outpatient counseling 

Reid Holmes, administrator of Baptist 
Hospital, is sold on the pastoral care 
program—particularly on its value to his 
staff. You sense the same enthusiasm 
among the members of the hospital's 
medical staff. Doctors like obstetrician 
Frank Lock and psychiatrist Angus 
Randolph are glad to have trained 
ministers on the modern healing team. 
And that's understandable. The minister 
can often “reach” the patient where the 
doctor cannot. In those instances he can 
interpret the patient to the medical staff. 

In the case of death the minister can 
greatly ease the doctor's load. He can 
often pave the way for some special 
request such as an autopsy. 

Because of their religious background 
some patients rebel at the very idea of 
visiting a psychiatrist. The minister can 
help bridge this gap. 

The pastor who is trained can greatly 
assist the doctors by spotting the early 
signs of mental disorder. Caught early, 
these cases often can be quickly 
corrected. 

The hospital chaplain can do much 
to strengthen the patient's faith in his 
doctor. He can also help the patient 
understand the answers to questions 
such as, Why doesn’t the head doctor

process provision of the Fourteenth 
Amendment to the Federal Constitution 
So decided the Florida Supreme Court 
in the case of Southside Estates Baptist 
Church vs. Board of Trustees of School 
Tax District No. 1, Duval Country, 
Florida, 115 So. 2d 697, November 8, 
1959. 

The court rejected argument that such 
use of public school property involved 
use of school tax funds for religious 
purposes. The court was influenced by 
opposing argument that a statute per 
mitted the use of school buildings out 
of school hours for any “legal assembly,’ 
and by the fact that it did not appear

Such an outlook, per- 
haps as much as any other one thing, is 
the foundation of health in a whole 
man. In so doing, the minister fulfills 
his ancient healing function. 

Because that is true, Reid Holmes 
says, “This pastoral care program is the 
finest thing we do. It's more than an- 
other medical service; it’s a way of life.”

The court distinguished other cases, 
like one decided by the United States 
Supreme Court to the effect that there 
must be no compulsory teaching of the 
Bible or of a particular religious faith in 
public schools and a decision by the 
New Jersey Supreme Court that it was 
illegal to permit distribution of Gideon 
Bibles in public schools 

Here are the principal conclusions 
reached by the Florida Supreme Court 


While, admittedly, there are 
some differences of view regard- 
ing the matter of religious meet- 
ings in schoolhouses during non- 
school periods, we think that 
logic, as well as our traditional 
attitudes toward the importance 
of religious worship, justifies 
our alignment with those courts 
which permit such use. The cases 
where this type of use of school 
property is permitted usually in- 
volve the application of statutes 
similar to the Florida statute per- 
mitting use for any “legal as- 
sembly.” The cases which deny 
church use customarily involve 
situations where there has been 
no such statutory authorization. 
For an alignment of the cases on 
the subject, see Knowlton vs. 
Baumhover, 182 lowa 691, 166 
N.W. 202, 5 A.L.R. 184,886. See, 
also, Merryman vs. School Dis- 
trict No. 16, 43 Wyo. 376, 5 P.

s architectural styles change, or 

progress, so must the decorative 
arts. This is particularly true in the 
realm of church building, for in this 
field, as in no other, the accouterments 
play a most important part in the over 
all scene. A contemporary-style church 
can no more be decorated in the tradi 
tional, or ‘accepted,’ manner than the 
older church can be refurbished in the 
modern mode 

A church dignitary has said, “Recent 
works of art which lend themselves to 
the materials of modern composition 
should not be universally despised and 
rejected through prejudice. Modern art 
should be given free scope in the due 
and reverent service of the church and 
the sacred rites, provided that it pre 
serves a correct balance between styles 
tending neither to extreme realism nor 
to exaggerated ‘symbolism, and that the 
needs of the Christian community are 
taken into consideration rather than the 
particular taste or talent of the individ 
ual artists.’ 

Being part of the structure itself, 
stained glass naturally comes under close 
scrutiny when planning a contemporary 
church. Just where does this ancient 
form of art fit into the new picture? 
Can it be successfully adapted and inte 
grated into the modern building? 

Actually, stained glass is particularly 
suited for the new styles. Whether they 
be of the open-construction type where 
vast expanses of glass are used or in the 
rather stark, cold, concrete forms, stained 
glass must be included to add the vitally 
needed color and warmth associated 
with the religious service 

The modern American glassman in 
his studio has kept pace with the archi 
tect and stands ready to fulfill his tradi 
tional role in creating the new church 
A past president of the Stained Glass 
Association of America remarked, “As 
one whose father and grandfather were 
also glassmen, I realize that it would be 
difficult for them to accept some of the 
contemporary work that we are now 
doing. However, in honesty to myself 
and the craft that I believe in, I cannot 
go on in the same style as they did be- 
fore me, but must go ahead, expressing

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the spirit of today, always and ever 
striving to elevate one particle higher, 
a noble craft 

No longer does the painter dominate 
the craft. Today it is design and the 
pure, brilliant colors of the glass itself 
that are all-important. The stained-glass 
windows in modern churches are not 
made to tell a story, but to create a mood 
and please the senses with rhythmical 
music in color. To attain this effect che 
artist along with the craftsman has had 
to experiment with new forms and 
materials to meet the requirements of 
the architect 

The new techniques in stained glass 


have taken four basic forms 


1. Faceted glass—thick slabs of 
glass that are chipped and 
set in reinforced concrete or 
polyester plastics 
Glass and metal—sculptured 
metal integrated into the 
window design 
Glass and plastic combi- 
nations 
Sculptured or carved glass 

Faceted Glass 

Of the four forms, faceted glass has 
probably gained the widest acceptance 
becaues of its perfect suitability for use 
in cement and concrete block construc 
tion. During the past ten years this tech 
nique has been taken up by American 
studios and can now be seen in new 
churches throughout the country. It is 
relatively simple to produce and beauti 
ful to behold when handled properly 

The glass area of a facered-glass 

window is made up of brilliant-colored 


pot-metal slabs about one inch thick,

cut with a hammer or diamond-edged 
saw into the required shapes for the 
design. Facets are then chipped on the 
face of the glass so a jewel-like effect 
is achieved 

The faceted slabs are then placed on 
a thin sheet of transparent plastic under 
which the full-scale cartoon has been 
laid, and they are held in their proper 
place with a light coating of rubber 
cement. The entire unit is encompassed 
in a wooden frame the size of the 
window opening. Thin steel reinforcing 
bars are then bent 
design and will later be embedded in the 


to conform to the 


binding material 

The binder can be a cement mix or 
some powerful plastic compound which 
after preparation is poured around the 
glass and reinforcing rods. The surface 
is then finished to the desired texture 
with the faceted face of the glass being 
on the interior side 

After a curing period of three days or 
more, the wooden frame and _ plastic 
liner are taken off. Now the glass is 
thoroughly cleaned to remove traces of 
the binder, and a waterproof material is 
applied to seal the joints. The panel is 
then ready to become a permanent part 
of the church's wall, adding a simple 
brilliancy of pure color to the structure 


Glass and Metal 

Several types of glass and metal tech 
niques are growing in popularity. For 
the most part they are suitable for use 
either in older churches or in new build 
ings of contemporary or traditional style 

One method is to place a metal sil- 
houette between sheets of glass. In 
preparation one-pound sheets of lead are 
hand-cut to the desired pattern. After 
being smoothed out, the lead is brushed 
to a dark shade and placed berween two 
sheets of glass and bound with a zinc 
channel. The inside glass is clear, to 
allow for interior lighting effects when 
at night artificial light strikes the 
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polished metal, while the outside glass 
is tinted. On the outside glass the color 
shades can be uniform throughout the 
church or varied to produce interesting 
soft pastel shadows as the light comes 
through. This type of window can be 
used to fill large openings at not too 
great an expense 

Another method along similar lines, 
more costly but highly effective, is the 
gold-leafed sculptured lead windows 
These are specifically designed to pro 
duce two startlingly different (day and 
night) impressions. With this technique 
the design incorporates glass and shaped 
lead to form the completed window 
The glass is antique, hand-blown, usually 
having little or no paint on it. The 
sculptured lead sheets are superimposed 
on the glass and so arranged as to allow 
the glorious colors to shine through 

Onto the lead, gold leaf is “flown” to 
embellishment. However, 
just the

other natural, 


polished lead can be used, and proves 


coatings or 
almost as effective. These other cover 
ings can be colored enamels, platinum, 
silver, and so forth 

By day, with the natural light coming 
through the glass and spreading over 
the metal, the window is ablaze with 
color. As darkness falls, the openings ap 
pear to grow smaller and the sculptured 
design takes over. Thus two distinct 
pictures present themselves, depending 
on the time of day the window is 


Vv iewed. 


Glass and Plastic 

In the third category we find the 
combined use of glass and plastic. For 
the most part these techniques are still 
in the experimental stage and can be as 
varied as the artist's imagination. To 
mention several different applications 
Pieces of sparkling glass and colored 
plastic are set in neutral-shaded com- 


pounds and encased between sheets of 
clear glass; conversely stained glass in

fixed design can be set between layers of 
clear or tinted plastic; and pieces or 
chunks of glass on plastic or glass on 
glass can be fused to each other to give 
most unusual results 


Sculptured or Carved Glass 

The final category of our new tech 
niques is what might be called a catchall 
for those various wonderful things that 
can be make a beautiful 
window. Here carving, sandblasting, and 
cutting are extensively used in em- 
bellishing the glass where subdued, more 


done to 


uniform effects are desired 

The high-pressure blast of sand on 
glass allows for a great variation of 
textures, as the picture is literally blown 
onto the glass. Sharp accents can be 
introduced in the form of deeply cut 
areas, and by using the heavy cutting 
wheel, sharp, distinct lettering is 
achieved. 

To further emphasize the main fea 
tures of the pattern, gold leaf can be 
lines 


placed in the deeper cuts. These 


dark 


when viewed in natural daylight, and 


then show up as a silhouette 
are equally visible as brilliant gold at 
night under artificial lighting. When 
using a window of this type, the outside 
landscaping must be kept in mind, as 
it is usually at least partially visible and 
seems almost to become a part of the 
window 

As the craft of stained glass breaks 
the limiting bounds set on it by the 
painter, architecture once again becomes 
the common meeting place for the arts, 


The 


earlier this meeting takes place in the 


particularly the liturgical arts 


planning stage, the better, so a real co 
ordinated effort may be achieved. When 
this happens, the church structure will 
be conceived, nurtured, and born in a 
logical, sincere beauty, resulting in true 
religious feeling 

The stained-glass craftsman must be 
constantly alert to the new plans and 
materials being used by the architect if 
he is to continue playing his traditional 
role. The two must work in harmony, 
exploring new techniques, investigating 
different materials, never bogging down 
in the rut of tradition. It is the respon 
sibiliry of all concerned that they use 
their talents wisely and proficiently to 
build churches that will satisfy modern 
man's spiritual requirements and suit his 
environment (end )

This is a key position in the church 
organization, and the minister or com 
mittee charged with the responsibility of 
filling it ought to know some of the 
current procedures in the field of per 
sonnel selection in order to increase the 
probabilities of success in this task. It 
is the purpose of this article to suggest 
a selection procedure that draws upon 
the practice and experience of govern 
ment and industry and yet is simplified 
to the point that it can be administered 
easily and effectively by those who 
handle employment only occasionally 
In brief, the selection procedure con 
sists of an application form tailored to 
the special needs of churches, two brief 
ability tests, and a patterned interview 
and evaluation form. The purposes of 
the suggested procedure are (1) to 
elicit the necessary and relevant infor 
mation upon which a selection can be 
made and (2) to insulate the minister 
or selection committee from the criti 
cism that the choice was made entirely 
on the basis of personal like or dislike 
In church employment the second 
consideration is an important one, for it

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is likely that one or more of the appli- 
cants will be members of the church in 
question. Unless there are objective 
bases for judgment other than personal 
acquaintance and an interview, there is 
a strong possibility of hurt feelings. But 
if a businesslike procedure, including 
tests, is adopted and every applicant is 
treated in the same manner, there is less 
likelihood that a candidate will be of- 
fended by the ultimate decision, how- 
ever disappointed she may be that an- 


other person was chosen 


The Application Blank 

The application blank set forth below 
has purposely been kept brief in order 
not to elicit irrelevant and unnecessary 
information or to secure data which 
might more easily and reliably be ob 
tained in one of the other steps of the 
employment procedure. The information 
obtained by this form will be useful in 


the following ways 


1. Identifying and locating the 
applicant. 
Screening out candidates who 
are clearly not qualified. 
Making possible further in- 
vestigation of an applicant's 
qualifications and perform- 
ance in earlier jobs. 
Suggesting areas for further 
exploration in the main inter- 
view. (For example, the ap- 
plication blank may reveal 
that the applicant failed to 
pass a recent physical exami- 
nation or that she has held 
seven jobs in three years.

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The Selection Tests 

A wide variety of useful tests have 
been devised to measure mental alert- 
ness, language usage, personality, clerical 
aptitude, and stenographic proficiency. 
Many of these are excellent and their 
findings are helpful, but I suspect that 
almost anyone other than a professional 
personnel officer would be over- 
whelmed at the prospect of administer- 
ing and evaluating a full battery of these 
tests. Therefore I would suggest that 
only two be given: a typing exami- 
nation to measure speed, accuracy, and 
neatness in plain copy work and a 
stenographic test to determine speed 
and accuracy in taking and transcribing 
dictation. 

A number of such tests are on the 
market and can be secured at small cost. 
Among the best and least expensive are 
those compiled by the United States 
Civil Service Commission in the book 
Federal Stenographer and Typist Exami- 
nation, available at a cost of 40 cents 
from the Superintendent of Documents, 
Washington, D. C. This book contains 
copies of two typing tests and two 
dictation-transcription tests as well as a 
general ability test. Individual copies of 
each test can be obtained for 5 cents. In- 
structions for administering and scoring 
these tests are also provided in the book. 
Some publishers of tests have dictation 
tests on phonograph records in order to 
provide measured and even dictation 
speed. The Psychological Corporation, 
522 Fifth Avenue, New York 18, is the 
producer of some of the most widely 
used tests for secretaries. 

Tests can be administered easily and 
take only a brief time. They are very 
useful in assessing the level of skill of 
the applicant in typing and shorthand, 
and are helpful in revealing those who 
exaggerate the speed and quality of their 
work. 


References 

The use of references has declined in 
recent years, and many application 
blanks do not call for the names of per- 
sonal references or former supervisors. 
Personal references are almost always 
close friends who know the applicant in 
a social rather than a business way and 
thus are of little help in assessing a per- 
son's fitness for the job. It has been 
found that former employers and 
supervisors are reluctant to put 
in writing statements that will be 
harmful to an applicant. They hesitate 
to make observations that may deprive 
her of a job. They know that if she is 
selected, she will be custodian of the

office files and will be able to read what 
they have written about her. Their 
letters about the applicant are dictated 
to secretaries who may know the appli- 
cant or make common cause with her. 


Thus there is a growing practice of 
making telephone checks instead of 
writing for letters of reference. This is 
cheaper and easier for both the prospec- 
tive employer and the former employer, 
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and it frequently elicits more extensive 
and more candid answers.

The Patterned Interview 

Ever since the applicant first arrived 
on the scene, we have been gathering 
information about her through the ap- 
plication blank, the tests, and the in- 
quiries to former employers or super- 
visors. We have begun to piece this in- 
formation together like a jigsaw puzzle 
in an effort to see the applicant 73 a 
whole person and to predict how she 
would function as our church secretary 
Many of the pieces have fallen into 
place. The gaps that appear are mainly 
in the area of personality—those inner 
characteristics, responses, and motiva- 
tions that will influence her behavior on 
the job. These gaps must be filled, if 
at all, by the interview. 

The greatest danger for the person 
who is not experienced and adept at 
interviewing is that the interview will 
be unsystematic, unorganized, and in 
consequence, unproductive. The pat- 
terned interview below is designed to 
help him make the most fruitful use of 
the thirty or forty minutes he has with 
the applicant. The interview form is

[° ancient times and in the Bible the 

word “lord” was an everyday title of 
respect, like our English “sir.” Early 
Christians, however, when they spoke 
of Jesus as Lord meant far more than 
this. It was for them not merely a title 
of respect but a word of utmost rever- 
ence, setting him apart from and above 
everyone. 

1. “Jesus is Lord.” In this affirmation 
we have the earliest creed of Christians 
Peter had confessed, “You are the 
Christ,” but the Messiah of Jewish ex 
pectation meant little or nothing to 
people of the Gentile world. Yet. they 
often spoke of “our Lord Caesar” or 
our Lord Serapis.” They understood 
Paul when he talked about Jesus as 
Lord, one really able to bring them de- 
liverance, when he said there was one 
God, the Father, and one Lord, Jesus 
Christ. (1 Corinthians 8:6) “Jesus is 
Lord,” they said, making their confes- 
sion of faith when they were baptized 

2. This affirmation was also an oath 
of loyalty. To acknowledge Jesus as Lord 
demanded a choice between other lords 
and the complete commitment of one’s 
self to him. If a person had been wor 
shiping Lord Serapis, he would now 
worship Jesus only. If he had been call 
ing the emperor “our Lord Caesar,” he 
would henceforth refuse to do so. This 
could be a dangerous departure from 
what everybody was expected to do, and 
it often resulted in persecution and 
death. Such loyalty to Christ is some 
thing to remember when we are temp 
ted to follow the crowd 

3. To say “Jesus is Lord” is to relate 
him to God in the most intimate way 
“Lord” was a common name for God, 
especially to readers of the Old Testa- 
ment in Greek. To call Jesus Lord was 
not equivalent, however, to saying he 
was God, for it was God the Father 
who endowed him with Lordship, as 
Peter declared. (Acts 2:36) At the 
same time, there is no higher, more 
wonderful thought of God than to look 
at the Lord Jesus in all the splendor of 
his life and death and resurrection, and 
say that in him God the Father is most 
clearly, most helpfully, revealed 

4. Through Jesus as Lord comes sal 
vation from any want or tragedy man- 
kind knows, for “if you confess that 
Jesus is Lord you will be saved 
(Romans 10:9) In other words, if you 


are willing to stand up and be counted 
on the side of the Lord Jesus, if you 
believe in him to the extent of commit- 
ting yourself unreservedly to his way 
of life, if you are ready to let all the 
power of God in Christ work through 
you, then you can be delivered from 
anything and everything that spoils 
your life. You will be saved to a new 
life of faith and fidelity 

5. “Jesus is Lord.” Jesus won this 
divine title by self-sacrifice, so setting 
the spirit of life for every follower, who 
is to ‘look not only to his own interests, 
but also to the interests of others.” ( Phi- 
lippians 2:4) One young man, Dick 
Foster, of Trenton, has caught the spirit 
of the Lord Jesus, for after his return 
from Korea he began to give lectures, 
using every penny he earned that way 
to help three young Koreans through 
college. What can you do, with imagi- 
nation and generosity, to bring encour- 
agement into the lives of other people?

H ere we are, part of the human fam 

ily, living on a tiny island called 
the earth. Always men have wondered 
about God, found varied reasons for be 
lieving in him, turned eagerly to a 
book called the Bible for word about 
him. Suppose we look first at the world 
around us for evidence of God—un 
seen, powerfully real 

1. It is difficult to feel the wonder 
of the world without having our 
thoughts turned toward a power be 
yond us which is able to create and sus 
tain that which is so wonderful. Long- 
fellow, writing to Agassiz on his birth- 
day, described nature as inviting the 
great naturalist to “read what is still 
unread in the manuscripts of God.’ 
Nature is God's open book. Looking 
into it, the psalmist said, “The heavens 
are telling the glory of God.” (19:1) 
A simple gardener declares, “1 see my 
cherry trees in bud, then in flower, then 
in fruit, and I believe in God.’ 

2. The reasonableness of belief in 
God becomes clear when one tries to 
explain the wonder of the world on a 
naturalistic basis. While A. J. Cronin 
was working with a boys’ club, a zo- 
ologist came to lecture on the begin- 
ning of the world. He said that ages 
ago pounding seas generated by physio- 
chemical reaction a pulsating scum 
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from which emerged the first form of 
life, the protoplasmic cell. After the 
lecture a lad arose to ask, “You've told 
us about the big waves beating upon the 
shore, but how did all that water get 
there in the first place?” 

3. Behind everything we see, at work 
in every power we employ, is God the 
creator. “Ever since the creation of the 
world his invisible nature has been 
clearly perceived in the things that 
have been made.” (Romans 1:20) Dr 
A. C. Ivy, distinguished biologist, says 
that as a child he asked, “Who made 
me?” “Who made the birds?” “Who 
made the world?” It seemed to his 
young mind that there must be a suf- 
ficient cause, a maker. In his maturity 
he is sure that belief in God provides 
the only rational view. “There cannot be 
a machine without a maker,” he holds 

4. From the world around us we 
learn of a God of order. He works in 
uniform ways. The path of planets can 
be predicted in advance. Chemical ele- 
ments combine with each other in de- 
pendable ways. Ask the same question 
of nature in the same way, and you will 
always get the same answer. By this 
orderliness we can explain many things, 
we can use the powers of nature for 
our benefit. But while man can dis- 
cover and utilize the uniformities of 
nature, its so-called laws, he does not 
create them. God is their source; they 
are his way of working 

5. The world is intelligible, disclos- 
ing a God who is supreme mind and in 
telligence. A man visiting a planetarium 
and watching the starry world in all its 
order, unity, simplicity, and intelligi- 
bility exclaimed, “There is mind in that.” 
A consulting engineer, accustomed to 
working with complicated mechanisms 
and electronic circuity, with great ap- 
preciation for design, thinks it incon- 
ceivable that the marvelous design in 
the world around us could come from 
anything else than the mind of a per- 
sonal and infinitely intelligent Designer 

In the space age into which we are 
entering we need to stretch our minds 
to think of God in terms of the im- 
mensities of space, realizing that no 
matter how far man extends his explora- 
tion, he will find himself in the midst 
of powers that need God for their ulti- 
mate source

is the word of Paul in his address at 
Athens. “He is not far from each one of 
us,” he said; then he quoted this line: 
“In him we live and move and have our 
being.” With this word of Paul, we 
now look at the world within us for 
tokens of God's reality and presence. 

1. In all times and places men have 
sought God. This persistent quest was 
recognized by Paul, “that they should 
seek God, in the hope that they might 
feel after him and find him.” This quest 
has often assumed forms and involved 
thoughts of God of the most primitive 
kind. Ir has also shown human aspira- 
tion at its finest, as when the psalmist 
declared, “My soul thirsts for God.” 
(42:2) So deeply rooted, so perma- 
nently a part of man’s life, is this yearn- 
ing for God that even the strongest ef- 
forts of Communism in Russia have 
not destroyed it. 

2. This universal yearning, this reach- 
ing out for God we find in ourselves, 
implies and encourages belief in the 
reality of a power beyond us who draws 
us to him. Paul said that God had “made 
from one every nation of men . . . that 
they should seek God.” In everyone 
there is capacity for apprehension of 
God, for worship and prayer. It may 
be neglected, but it is still within us. 
It does not stand alone. As the eye re- 


sponds to light, the ear to sound, mother 
love to an infant's need, so we seek God, 
because he seeks us and we need him. 
3. Man's very existence as a thinking 
feeling, working person is evidence for 
an eternal mind and will. An astrono- 


mer once said that he “swept the 
heavens with his telescope and found 
no God.” But he left out of account the 
most important factors—himself and his 
search. Here you are, a being of truly 
wonderful abilities. There must be a 
power capable of bringing you into ex- 
istence, and that power must be at least 
as good as you are at your best. So Jesus 
taught us to reason—from the love of 
imperfect parents to God's greater love. 
(Matthew 7-11) 

4. Countless men and women know 
for themselves the truth of Paul’s word, 
“He is not far from each one of us.” 
Their personal experiences of God are 
evidence enough of his reality. More 
persuasive than any argument for be- 
lief in God is the experience of his 
presence and power. A physicist knows 
the arguments for faith, and he is grate- 
ful for them. But he thinks coming to 
believe in God is like accepting a 
friend’s existence. “Man will believe in 
God when he meets God,” he declares, 
then adds, “I believe I have so encoun- 
tered God, and still do meet him.” 

5. The new kind and quality of life 
it is possible to live when we have ex- 
periences of God is additional evidence 
of his reality. How do we know the re- 
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ality and power of fine music or art or 
literature? We listen to the music, look 
at the art, read the literature, and find 
great enrichment of thought and feeling 
Belief in God, likewise, and in a far 
more wonderful way, has this power to 
enlighten, enrich, and strengthen all of 
life, as God becomes the mighty guide 
and helper. A huge volume of testi- 
mony proclaims the power of faith

son, remembering the look of love 
* * on his father’s face before he died in 
a car accident, said, “God gave a loving 
look. The look was Jesus. Then the 
tragedy happened, and we became 
aware.” In the fullest sense we believe 
in God because of Jesus Christ. “He 
who has seen me has seen the Father.” 

1. It is clear from the Gospels that 
the first followers of Jesus found some- 
thing exceptional in him from the very 
beginning. His friendly but command- 
ing manner, his healing of the sick, his 
teaching about God and prayer, his 
amazing courage, attracted them and 
bound them to him. Then he was arres- 
ted, condemned, crucified, and their 
hope in him seemed to fail. But soon 
they were saying he had risen and had 
appeared to them. Many things Jesus 
had said now took on new meaning; the 
wonder of his life and death grew upon 
them; nothing was too much to say 
about him. 

2. Experience led early Christians to 
speak of Jesus as the Son of God. He 
was more to them than a teacher and a 
very good man. They found in him 
something beyond this world, “glory as 
of the only Son from the Father.” (John 


Courtesy, “Dateline” 


1:14) He made God so real and near 
that to call him God's Son was only 
right and proper. Today we call Jesus 
the Son of God because we recognize 
with Christians of early times and all 
times his spiritual superiority as he 
makes God real and near to us. Read 
the Gospels long enough, and you will 
share this feeling for Jesus 

3. When we speak about the spiritual 
superiority of Jesus, how he brings God 
to us, we are thinking not alone of his 
divinity but also of the Christlikeness 
of God. The Romans deified men like 
Caesar, Tiberius, Nero, because they 
apparently represented the Roman idea 
of God. Then Christianity came, with 
its wholly different picture of God— 
in the person of one who went about 
doing good and chose to die that men 
might have new life. This is still the 
central message of our faith—that God 
is most truly revealed in the life and 
love of Christ 

1. As Jesus teaches us to reason up- 
ward from imperfect human love to the 
greater love of the heavenly Father, so 
we are taught to reason upward to God 
from Jesus’ perfect love. Early Chris- 
tians looked at Jesus with deepening 
wonder until they began to look through 
him and beyond him to God. Here for 
us, too, is Jesus Christ, a real life lived 
long ago, a great spiritual force in the 
life of man during these twenty cen- 
turies. There must be a power able to 
bring into existence such a person 
such a spiritual force; and this power 
must be like the love, the mercy, the 
Saviorhood, of Christ 

5. To live in the light and power of 
the God and Father of our Lord Jesus 
Christ makes a vital difference in any- 
one’s life, and this difference is new 
evidence for the truth of the faith in 
which we stand. A professor of mathe- 
matics testifies that thirty-two years ago 
he found God, and God means so much 
to him that he would give up every- 
thing else rather than go back to his 
former state. The chief performer in 
that great experience was one who long 
ago said, “I proceeded and came forth 
from God.” (John 8:42)

66 here is nothing better for a man 

than that he . . . find enjoyment 
in his toil.” So said the writer of Ec- 
clesiastes. (2:24) To this conclusion he 
came reluctantly after saying he hated 
his toil. Is this all the Christian can say 
about work? Doesn't the Saviorhood of 
Christ take in our work, giving us new 
motives, new purposes? 

1. The Christian realizes what the 
ancient writer gives no sign of recog- 
nizing, that God has placed us in fami- 
lies with responsibility for the care of 
one another. To earn the income needed 
to buy food and other essentials, men 
and women go forth to work, so that 
work becomes an expression of our love 
for family. A man and a woman, marry- 
ing, say in effect, “I love you enough 
to work for you.” The husband by his 
work provides the family income, while 
the wife works as cook, housekeeper, 
mother, and manager of a great enter- 
prise, the home. 

2. Nowhere in Ecclesiastes is there 
any appreciation of the social value of 
work. It was written long before the 
coming of Jesus and his teaching about 
service. (Mark 10:43-45) Have you 
ever thought that our first and largest 
opportunity to live in the spirit of him 
who gave himself for us is right in our 
daily work? Our work takes on new in- 
terest and enjoyment when we see it 
as a means of helping other people, real- 
izing the interrelatedness of life in to- 
day's complex social order, going out 
of our way to render little extra services. 

3. There is pride in good workman- 
ship, in doing everything we undertake 
thoroughly and well. Paul wanted Tim- 
othy to be a good workman in his 
handling of the truth committed to him, 
not dealing with it casually, indiffer- 
ently. (2 Timothy 2:15) The first ap- 
plication of Paul’s counsel is to preach- 
ers, of course, but the same call is for 
all workers. Let there be pride in doing 
a job well, not carelessly, merely as a 
means of getting a pay check, but with 
the new satisfaction and happiness that 
come from turning out a good piece 
of work, no matter what it is. 

4. We can enjoy our work in a degree 
never approached by the writer of Ec- 
clesiastes when we think of ourselves 
as co-workers with eternal God. “My 
Father is working still, and I am work- 
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ing,” said Jesus. This feeling of Jesus 
we may share in any useful employment 
which contributes to human welfare. 
When we encounter difficulties in our 
work, we are entitled to lay them before 
God in prayer, seeking his wisdom and 
aid. This partnership with God in work 
makes hard jobs easier to do; it also 
makes all our work more enjoyable. 

5. You say you have a routine job in 
which it isn’t easy to find satisfaction? 
That job needn't absorb all your ener- 
gies. In leisure hours you can pursue 
activities of your own choosing. Think 
of work in the church and the church 
school. You can become part of an in- 
fluence which is eternal. You can be- 
come heir of the ages, a fellow worker 
with prophets, apostles, martyrs. This 
is why many men and women have 
found their real life in Christian service 
while they earn their living in work 
that isn't too exciting or enjoyable. 

Over every composition Johann Se- 
bastian Bach wrote, “To the glory of 
God.” This is the surest way to get 
more enjoyment from our work. Our 
purpose in life is not just to make a 
living but to make a life, and life is 
made as we live for God and man in 
the spirit of Christ

THE PILLAR OF 
CLOUD AND FIRE 


Hymns: Still, Still With Thee—Send 
Down Thy Truth, O God—Guide Me, 
O Thou Great Jehovah 

Lesson: Exodus 13:17-22 

Text: “And the Lord went before them 
by day in a pillar of cloud and 
by night in a pillar of fire. . . .” Exodus 
13:21 


Te have a light was essential for the 

journeying of the Israelites at night, 
and a cloud by day helped to keep them 
together. In a spiritual sense a pillar of 
cloud and fire is no less necessary in our 
journeying through life, so that as we 
look at the Old Testament account we 
will find fresh truth. 

1. “And the Lord went before them.” 
God is always out ahead of us, moving 
onward. He spoke to Moses and told 
him of his purpose to deliver his people 
from bondage. Today, as then, he is in 
the midst of all oppressed people, seek- 
ing to deliver them, keeping alive their 
hope of freedom. He inspires explora- 
tion and discovery. In our individual 
lives God does not want anyone to live 
in ignorance and fear. He goes before 
us, beckoning us onward, opening up 
stores of spiritual wisdom, always point- 
ing to faith and trust as the antidote 
to fear. 

2. Cloud by day, fire by night—this 
is a picture of God's providence. His 
care and guidance are always adapted 


to our need and situation. If we ques- 
tion his existence, he offers sound rea- 
sons for belief in him. If we falter be- 
fore duties that ought to be done, he 
speaks in trumpet tones through the 
voice of conscience. If we feel our hu- 
man weakness, he imparts strength so 
that what ought to be done can be done. 
If we become discouraged, he speaks en- 
couragingly to us. If we walk through 
the valley of sorrow, he comforts us 
through his Son, our living Lord. 

3. In these words about the pillar of 
cloud and fire an experience of divine 
presence and leading is set forth in 
terms taken in part from familiar cus- 
tom. At the head of a caravan braziers 
of burning wood, raised high on poles, 
were often carried, the smoke by day 
and the fire by night enabling leaders 
to keep the people together. God's gui- 
dance was compared with this ancient 
custom. His presence was seen in that 
indispensable column of smoke and fire 
All life becomes sacramental when we 
thus allow God to speak his truth 
through familiar things. 

4. Consider God's use of what is pass 
ing for his good purpose. What vanishes 
so quickly as clouds or smoke or flame? 
Take into your hand a tiny flower, a 
beautiful thing of brief life; yet Tenny 
son was right when he said that if he 
could understand the flower he plucked 
from the crannied wall, he would know 
much about God and man. Sometimes 
the most casual meeting with another 
person has long-lasting consequences 
for good. So in Browning's poem, 

Pippa Passes,” a poor child goes sing- 
ing down the street, all unaware of the 
good her song is doing 

5. The pillar of cloud and fire “did 
not depart from before the people,” a 
statement which becomes a reminder 
that God's presence and guidance are 
lastingly dependable. Although God 
often employs things that vanish 
quickly, although he may speak through 
the casual words of others, his own 
purpose is more enduring than the 
ancient hills. We can always rely on 
his presence through all the changing 
scenes of life; we are sure of his guid 
ance through all of our tomorrows 
“Kept by the power of God through 
faith,” said Bishop James E. Freeman 
out of many years of experience 

God's presence, God's leadership, 
God's continual guidance—of all this 
we are assured. But we may be strug- 
gling under the load of life without 
taking God into account. Realize his 
presence, respond to his leadership, ac- 
cept his guidance, and see the difference 
in yourself.

BEING YOURSELF?

ss A man can stand a lot as long as he 

‘ can stand himself.” Here is an 
observation with which many of us could 
agree, and with which Paul certainly 
could agree, for there was a time when 
he didn’t enjoy being himself 
Wretched man that I am!” he ex 
claimed. “Who will deliver me from 
this body of death?” How did he gain 
release from his wretchedness How 
can we gain release? Let's approach his 
experience gradually 
|. Sometimes we don't enjoy being 
ourselves because we look at other per- 
sons and wish we were like them, in 
personality, ability, situation. But if we 
knew these other persons better, we 
might find them struggling with prob 
lems more difficult than our own. They 
may even be admiring us and thinking 
how enjoyable it would be to have what 
we have and to do what we can do. A 
poem tells of a woman who envied the 
foot-free gypsies who passed her gate; 
her own home seemed like a prison. But 
the gypsies wished they might rest in 

home like hers 

» In our dissatisfaction with our 
selves we may try to be like somebody 
else, imitating his way of speaking, her 
way of doing things. But it is always a 
i Olish thing to do, as one Woman dis 
covered when she tried so hard to be 
like her in-laws that she became ner 
vous and irritable. Young David showed 
his wisdom by refusing to fight Goliath 
in any way but his own. Saul outfitted 
David with his own armor, but David 
wasn't comfortable in it. He knew 
that if he tried to fight in Saul’s way 
he would fail. He must fight in his way, 
with a slingshot 

3. The only sound way to enjoy being 
yourself is to be yourself at your best, 
using to the fullest degree whatever 
talents God has given you. In the play 
Green Pastures, Noah says, “1 ain’ very 
much, but Ise all I got.” That's the way 
to live, accepting one’s self realistically 
and humbly, with respect for ones self 
and reverence for God. “No matter 
what happens, always be yourself.” This 
is the advice the woman referred to 
above learned from her mother-in-law, 
and in discovering her strong points 
and making the most of them she found 
new courage, new life 

4. In some persons there is conflict 
between the person one 1s and the per 
son one would like to become. For Paul 
the problem was that good intentions 
failed to become good deeds. “For I do 
not do the good I want,” he said, “but 
the evil I do not want is what I do.” In 
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fellowship with Christ, known as Savior 
and Lord, Paul found deliverance from 
this inward contradiction. Another man, 
in the twentieth century, had the same 
trouble; he did what Paul did, and then 
found in Christ power to change the 
worst kind of self into the best kind of 
self. 

5. To enjoy being ourselves we also 
need to manage our memories wisely, 
as Paul did when he said he was “for- 
getting what lies behind and straining 
forward to what lies ahead.” ( Philip- 
pians 3:13) “As the years pass,” says 
James Gordon Gilkey,' “life gives each 
one of us a motley array of recollections 
—some of them happy and some of 
them sad. On our ability to manage 
those memories—keep the tragic ones 
out of sight, and hold the radiant ones 
in the center of attention—depends to 
a surprising extent our ability to achieve 
contentment.”

TO GROW AS JESUS GREW

O n a Sunday widely observed as Rally 


Day, or Christian Education Day, 


it is well for us as teachers and parents 
to think of the responsibility we share 
toward our young people. How can we 
help them to grow as Jesus grew? It is 
written, “And Jesus increased in wis 
dom and in stature, and in favor with 
God and man.” 

1. Can we desire anything finer for 
our youth than this? He increased in 
wisdom, in sound understanding of life's 
meaning and purpose, putting things 
first that belong first. He increased in 
stature, so that young people can sing, 
“The body, Lord, is ours to keep, in 
glowing health and strength for thee.” 
He increased in favor with God, taking 
a growing interest in the things of God, 
wanting to know the way of God and 
to live more in accord with God's way 
He increased in favor with man. He was 
the kind of boy and youth that every- 
one found easy to like and admire 

2. How did such growth come about? 
On the human side we can see that 
Jesus had parents who were deeply de- 
voted to him. Children always need to 
feel secure in the love of parents. He 
found religion a daily reality in his 
home. This is a continuing necessity 
for our children. They spend more time

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at home than anywhere else, and what 
they see and hear there determines the 
direction of their growth. Many modern 
parents are content to send their chil- 
dren to church. Mary and Joseph were 
wiser. They shared the experience of 
attending with their son 

3. Attendance at the local synagogue 
and visits to the temple at Jerusalem 
meant much to Jesus as a growing boy 
and youth. Church and church school at 
tendance is also important today for 
our youth. Some of the 28,000,000 chil- 
dren in this country who do not attend 
any church may live on your street. In- 
vite them to attend, bring them with 
you, tell your minister about them 
Teaching in the church school offers 
a fine opportunity for Christian service 
“God was never so close to me as since 
I have been working with these inter- 
mediates,” one woman declared. 

1. Recall how Jesus took advantage 
of his visit to the temple to talk with 
the learned men and to ask them ques 
tions. To provide an atmosphere at 
home and in the church school in which 
growing boys and girls find it easy to 
ask questions is most important. The 
discussion method of teaching is especi 
ally desirable with older pupils. It en 
courages thinking, the expression of 
youthful opinions, the asking of ques- 
tions. The teacher comes to know what 
his pupils are thinking, and he can find 
occasion to correct and supplement their 
youthful views 

5. Association with older persons was 
another factor in the spiritual growth 
of Jesus, both in the family circle and 
in the synagogue and temple. It is still 
true that if we want youth to grow in 
the same four directions, we as parents, 
teachers, and fellow members of the 
church must provide stimulation for 
such growth by continuing to grow our- 
selves in wisdom, in favor with God

Our purpose is 
less demanding, more practical 

1. Christianity, then, is an event in 
time. It was the appearance in ancient 
Palestine of a unique person whom we 
know as Jesus of Nazareth. This Jesus 
said Peter, was “a man attested to you 
by God with mighty works and wonders 
and signs which God did through hin 
in your midst.” (Acts 2:22) Our faith 
centers in this Jesus; it goes back to 
what he said and did, to what God 
wrought in him and through him, for 
we believe with Peter that “God has 
made him both Lord and Christ,” that 
is, the rightful Master of us all, the 
fulfillment of persistent Hebrew hope 

2. Christianity is a movement in 
history. it is everything which has been 
done in the name of Christ and for the 
sake of Christ. It is Paul taking the 
gospel to the Roman Empire and writ 


for scholars 
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ing his inspired letters, Augustine show- 
ing the meaning of a life redeemed by 
Christ, Martin Luther bringing about 
religious reform, Albert Schweitzer and 
his ministry of modern medicine in 
Equatorial Africa, Frank Laubach and 
his system of teaching illiterates to read. 
Christianity is all the great and bene- 
ficial changes in mankind inspired by 
Christ. 

3. Christianity is a way of life to be 
lived. It isn’t alone a record of some- 
thing wonderful that happened long 
ago. What has been done by the power 
of Christ in other lives can be done in 
our lives. Think of Christianity as an 
experience that moves in two directions 

-toward God in utter faith and trust 
no matter how difficult the situation 
may be; toward men in love and service 
and hope, according to their need seen 
through the eyes of Christ. “I can do 
all things in him who strengthens me.” 
This is the open secret of our power as 
Christians. 

4. Christianity is a fellowship we 
enter into and enjoy. Our faith becomes 
richer in the company of fellow be- 
lievers. The fellowship of Christian men 
and women assembled for worship is 
different from any other gathering of 
people. There is a feeling of kinship 
in God although we may be strangers 
to each other. Christianity as a fellow- 
ship is universal, This fact we recog- 
nize on World-Wide Communion Sun- 
day. Through the centuries and in our 
day Christianity has penetrated to the 
remotest regions. In Christ we know 
no barriers of race or nation 

5. Christanity is a belief and experi- 
ence to be shared. It means more to us 
as we do share it. Missionary outreach 
is part of the Christian spirit and im- 
pulse. It is possible to observe World 
Wide Communion Sunday. There are 
churches in every land, among every 
people, because of the missionary out 
reach. This outreach continues as men 
and women today become missionaries, 
as we folk back home keep on giving 
generously for their support. Here is a 
high privilege—to help bring the gospel 
where it is not known and experienced

By his 
devotion to Christ he found adventure 
of the most thrilling kind.

2. If we find life dull and unexciting, 
it's because we haven't gotten to the 
heart of our faith. Faith is conviction 
that in Christ we have eternal truth. It 
is response, acceptance of God's gift in 
Christ. It is trust that one is justified 
by faith, not by works. Faith is also 
adventure, for Paul speaks of “faith 
working through love.” (Galatians 5:6) 
Love is the present tense of faith, put- 
ting the spirit of Christ to work in life 
here and now; and that is sure to be a 
daring, adventurous thing, whether 
sharing our faith or helping other 
people 

3. Christianity at its best, in the New 
Testament sense, is adventurous because 
it centers about Jesus, a daring and 
exciting leader of men, both in his pub- 
lic ministry and in Christian history 
Much of the most courageous, adven 
turesome living in the past two thous 
and years has been inspired by the ex 
ample and spirit of Christ. It is a pity 
for any young person to grow up with 
out learning about Christ as the heroic 
leader and about Christians who have 
lived adventuresomely. Here is an im- 
portant part of the task before the 
church school 

4. Christianity never becomes adven- 
turous until we are ready to go the 
second mile, in the spirit of Jesus’ fa- 
miliar words. (Matthew 5:41) They are 
not ridiculous but profoundly wise. Try 
being kind where nobody expects kind 
ness, thoughtful where other people are 
indifferent, forgiving where it's hard 
to forgive, generous in ways that are 
out of the ordinary. Accept some office 
in the church you have never filled be- 
fore, and do in that office unusual 
things that help to make the church a 
greater power for good in other lives 
and out in the community 

5. Does your personal situation seem 
too limited or your age too advanced 
for adventurous living? Maurice Mae- 
terlinck, the Belgian dramatist, felt at 


sixty that he was approaching death 
But at seventy-eight his feeling was en 
tirely different. What happened? He 
learned from a jolly old man he met one 
day the secret of living adventuresomely 
despite the years. This old man took an 
interest in everybody and everything 
He found occasions to offer praise. He 
gave friendship freely. Maeterlinck took 
the old man for his model, and his own 
life was changed

i. It is wise, also, to feed your soul 


a hearty diet of biography, for there is 
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inspiration in the achievements of other 
men and women despite discourage- 
ment. Perhaps David remembered how 
Moses in times of discouragement took 
up the burden of leadership again in 
the assurance that God was with him 
in all things. This appeal to heroic liv- 
ing of the past is found in the stirring 
eleventh chapter of Hebrews. The wri- 
ter sought to encourage early Christians 
in time of persecution by bringing to 
their mind men who by faith had lived 
valiantly. 

5. Most important of all, seek the 
help of God, for in the biblical assurance 
of his aid and interest is the surest an- 
tidote to discouragement. The most im- 
pressive thing we read about David's 
experience is this: “David encouraged 
himself in the Lord his God.” It meant 
for him renewed courage and determi- 
nation. Remember that you are not 
alone; God cares for you and has a plan 
for you. Turn to him any time, any- 
where. Ask for guidance, and it will 
come to you -In new ideas about your 
situation, in solutions to problems, in 
strength for new effort 

The God of David was great 
wonderful, but the God the Christian 
knows in Christ is even greater and 
more wonderful, the chief encourager 
of all weary and despondent souls. To 
have “thoughts of Christ, the living 
bread,” is to be fortified against dis- 
couragement

O° October 31, 1517, a German monk 
named Martin Luther nailed his 
ninety-five theses on the door ot the 
university church in Wittenberg. This 
was the beginning of Protestantism, 
since he challenged the whole tra- 
ditional practice of the religion we 
know as Catholicism. We are Protestant 
Christians today because— 

1. We believe with Luther that our 
acceptance with God does not depend 
on any ecclesiastical system or on our 
own good works. It depends solely on 
God's gracious approach in Christ and 
our believing response to him. Luther 
once supposed he had to earn the favor 
of an angry God. He learned that for 
Paul the way of salvation is the way 
of trust, “He who through faith is 
righteous shall live.” It is the way Jesus 
spoke of when he called attention to 
the spirit of a little child, who does not 
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earn but simply enjoys his parents’ 
kindness 

2. We believe with Luther that the 
Bible rather than any one church is to 
be relied upon to tell us what is true 
and right in matters of Christian be- 
lief and practice. Careful study of the 
Bible led Luther to see that the selling 
of indulgences was contrary to the mind 
of God and the way of salvation. In 
the Bible he found a God of love re- 
vealed in the sacrifice of Christ. To the 
Bible, interpreted with open mind and 
conscience, Protestant Christians turn 
for the deepest understanding of their 
faith. In the sermon Bible truth is re- 
lated to life 

3. We believe with Luther that the 
Lord’s Supper should be observed in 
the simple manner of the New Testa- 
ment. For Protestants the supper is not 
a sacrifice repeatedly offered to God to 
gain his favor. It is a memorial to a 
sacrifice once offered by Christ for all 
We think of the supper or baptism or 
any similar religious act, not as magi- 
cal in its power, but as an outward sign 
and symbol of inward grace or spiritual 
truth. Any ceremony is effective in pro 
portion to the faith that seeks and 
finds expression in the outward act 

4. We believe with Luther, and ac- 
cording to the New Testament, in the 
priesthood of all believers rather than 
in the priesthood of a select few. All 
Christians, said Luther, are truly of the 
spiritual estate. “You are a royal priest- 
hood, a holy nation,” he read in his 
New Testament. (1 Peter 2:9) That 
is why in Protestantism, whatever the 
form of church government, the process 
is democratic. That is also why “the 
best development of free democratic 
institutions has arisen in those nations 
where the Protestant spirit has been 
strong.” 

5. We believe with Luther that all 
the relations and activities of life are 
sacred, with no distinction between sec 
ular and sacred vocations. For Luther 
everything was holy that was done with 
the right disposition toward God. The 
artisan at his task and the mother in 
the home may glorify God as truly as 
the priest at the mass or the minister 
in his pulpit. The everyday world is the 
ordained sphere of man’s activity, not 
something from which the more dedi 
cated Christian should withdraw. The 
principle of stewardship holds in all 
occupations

We 
are reminded of God, see life in new 
perspective, strength for life's

tO minister 
to our deepest need as one that 
to its highest point in the observance 
of the Lord's Supper. Our approach to 
it may have in it the eager expectation 
with which a hungry person comes to 
a table spread with good things to eat 
We may be confident that in the supper 
to be shared some great and good 
thing will be done for us, will come to 
us from God. Generations of men and 
women have come to the Lord’s table 
and found God in Christ very near 
In the forms of bread and cup he feeds 
and refreshes us 

3. The eager expectation with which 
the Christian is justified in coming to 
the Lord’s Supper or to any worship 
service is due to Christ, to what God 
said and did through him. The people 
who crowded the beach long ago had 
good reason for their eagerness. They 
knew that whenever Jesus appeared 
something thrilling was likely to hap 
pen. In this atmosphere of eager expec 
tation the church born with a 
rare outburst of spiritual power on the 
day of Pentecost. Christians knew that 
with a living Christ anything 
happen and did happen 

1. With nearly twenty 
Christian history behind us, we have ex 
cellent reasons today for expecting that 
when we are alive to the presence of 
God in Christ something significant 
happens. Behind the multitude that 
waited for Jesus we can see other multi 
tudes, drawn from every land and time 
and tongue; and across the long Chris- 
tian centuries we can hear a mighty

1. In the swarming locust Joel saw a 
warning of divine judgment. He shared 
the ancient idea that calamity is proof 
of sin, an idea that Jesus rejected. ( Luke 
13:4, 5) But Joel was right in this pro- 
found sense: Any natural calamity, 
whether hurricane or earthquake, re- 
minds us of what we too easily forget, 
that we are not masters of our own 
destiny, that we are dependent upon 
forces beyond our control, that for our 
safety hitherto we have a merciful Prov- 
idence to thank. The day of calamity 
ought to be, as Joel said, a day of 
humble prayer.

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2. This is so for another reason, since 
some disasters in nature are partly if 
not entirely due to human ignorance 
and wrongdoing. Man razes the forests, 
then wonders why there are weather 
changes, floods, and dust storms. In 
time of calamity it is practical as well 
as spiritual wisdom to do some serious 
thinking, recognizing the kind of world 
in which we live, trying to see what we 
have done wrong. Here is one way God 
helps us in our losses: He gives us 
ability to acquire knowledge about our 
world and to find ways of working with 
its powers. 

3. God's help is even more wonder- 
ful, for he has established in the world 
marvelous recuperative powers that 
make parched fields green again. Locusts 
disappear as suddenly as they arrive; a 
strong wind springs up and they are 
gone. Nature heals its wounds; the 
scene of desolation grows a new gar- 
ment of beauty. Joel was thinking of 
this when he spoke for God, “I am 
sending you grain, wine, and oil, and 
you will be satisfied.” In the body, too, 
are healing forces which make for re- 
covery after accident or illness 

4. Still more wonderful is the grace 
of God at work in the soul of man 
After the locusts of sin have seared 
man's soul, the grace of God can touch 
hidden capacities for good and bring 
new life to light. The wonder of God's 
grace becomes clearest in Jesus—his 
own attitude toward sinful persons, him- 
self the sacrificial revelation of divine 
grace. One man, despondent, alcoholic, 
wanting to die, yielded himself humbly 
to Christ; and eventually, completely re- 
newed within, the effects of the years 
of the locust gone, he resumed his pro- 
fession 

5. God lifts our horizons of hope, en- 
couraging us to expect larger, richer 
spiritual benefits. Joel spoke of a day 
when spiritual understanding would 
come to all alike without distinction of 
age, sex, or class, a day Peter saw real- 
ized at Pentecost through faith in the 
living Christ. (Acts 2:17) Our daugh- 
ters do prophesy. Recall Angie Evans 
saying boldly in Arkansas, “I don’t think 
segregation is a Christian thing.” Give 
us more people of Christian conviction, 
speaking out and taking leadership, and 
many troubled situations will be 
changed

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show no great hills and valleys between 
Babylon and Judah. He was actually 
talking about difficulties, telling how 
God would overcome them. In this 
poetic language we can now find valu- 
able suggestions for preparing ourselves 
spiritually to celebrate the birth of the 
Prince of Peace. 

2. “Every valley shall be lifted up,” said 
the prophet. Think of valleys in our 
lives. Honestly, aren't there low places 
which need to be elevated? It's so easy 
co stay in the valleys of outward tradi- 
tion and custom unless we keep in mind 
the Christ whose birthday is to be cele- 
brated. The story is told of people who 
prepared a great feast but forgot to in- 
vite the guest of honor. To get at the 
real meaning of Christmas we may ask, 
Why did God send Christ? Why do we 
need him? What is missing in our lives 
that he alone can supply? 

3. “Every mountain and hill shall be 
made low” is the next word of the 
prophet. Sometimes we feel big and im- 
portant, like towering hills. The need, 
then, is for humility if we are to firtly 
celebrate the coming of Christ, who be- 
gan his earthly career as a helpless in- 
fant in a manger. Not what we are but 
what we ought to be, not what we 
possess but what possesses us, not our 
rights but our responsibilities, not what 
others owe us but what we owe the 
world—these are elements of true hu- 
mility which are essential in prepara- 
tion for Christmas. 

4. “The uneven ground shall become 
level, and the rough places a plain.” 
These words invite us to think of what 
we can do to smooth away the hardships 
in other people's lives, to make their 
way in what appears to be a wilderness 
a little happier. With a Christ who said, 
It is more blessed to give than to re- 
ceive,” the big question before us in the 
Advent season is not what we're going 
to get but what we're goirig to give, and 
the question takes us far beyond our 
immediate circle to thoughts of persons 
and causes we can help by our service 
and gifts. 

5. Later, in chapter forty, the prophet 
declares, “O Zion, lift up your voice 
with strength, say to the cities of Judah, 
Behold your God.” He was thinking of 
Zion's duty and privilege to tell others 
about God's grace. Sharing of our faith 
is always important. Can folks tell from 
our Christmas cards that we are Chris- 
tians and want our friends to share our 
gladness in the coming of Christ? Is 
there someone we may encourage to 
make confession of faith? Communists 
strive to win others to their ideology 
Why shouldn't we labor to win men for 
Christ? 

We'll soon start to make our homes 
attractive for the Christmas season, yet 
inward preparation of the soul for 
Christ's coming is far more important.

male nor female; for you are all one in 
Christ Jesus.” (Galatians 3:28) 

4. The genealogy of Jesus is no roll of 
saints, no parade of men and women 
without fault. They are imperfect, sin- 
ful, like Rahab, the harlot; Bath-Sheba, 
partner in David's sin; or Rehoboam, 
whose foolhardiness divided a nation 
Yet God used these sinful persons, 
ficecd them into his plan, brought good 
ur of evil. They also point forward to 
Jesus, who said he came “not to call the 
righteous, but sinners” (Matthew 
9:13) to the great truth, “God shows 
his love for us in that while we were 
yet sinners Christ died for us” (Romans 
5:8), and to lives changed by God's 
grace. 

5. The genealogy of Jesus, as William 
Barclay* points out, is arranged in three 
sections: from Abraham to David, then 
to exile in Babylon, then to the birth of 
Jesus. These sections suggest stages in 
man’s spiritual history. First, there is 
kingship gained as man is given mar 
velous powers with the possibility of 
fellowship with God. Second, there is 
the tragedy of lost freedom as man 
defies God and his just laws, only to 
meet disaster. Third, there is the glory 
of restored liberty as God does not leave 
man in his bondage but comes re 
demptively to him in Christ the Savior

W do you want for Christmas? 
Perhaps for the guidance of 
other members of your family you have 
prepared a list of the things you would 
receive with pleasure. You may have 
been dropping hints in the right places 
Actually, what you want for Christ- 
mas, or at any other time of the year, is 
of more imporcance than you may 
realize, for upon your desires hang all 
the great issues of life. “Earnestly desire 
the higher gifts,” is Paul's counsel. 

1. What you want reveals the kind of 
person you are. It isn’t only in making 
up a Christmas list that character is 
revealed. What you would choose to do 
in a large city where you were com- 
pletely unknown would be revealing

too. How high and fine are the desires 
of truly great souls! Moses asking God 
to pardon his erring people, Jonathan 
Edwards wanting to do the will of God, 
Livingstone putting the kingdom of 
God first—such desires reveal true 
greatness of soul.

2. What you want, be sure of this, is 
what you are most likely to get. Isn't 
it true that at Christmas the things you 
are known to want (of course within 
reason!) are the things you find under 
the tree? Life always follows your 
deepest desires. Your real prayer, not 
what you say, is your dominant desire 
Your personal destiny both in time and 
eternity, therefore, is linked with your 
present des‘res. “Beware of what you 
want,’ Emerson once said 

3. It looks, therefore, as if we had all 
better put high on our list of what we 
want for Christmas those greater gifts 
of the spiritual life that are according 
to the spirit of Christ 

There is wisdom, sound knowledge 
about right and wrong, and action con 
sistent with such knowledge. There is a 
clear conscience, the feeling of having 
done one’s best before God and man 
There is faith in God, belief in God as 
revealed in Christ, trust in his kindly 
providence, reliance upon his powerful 
aid and reinforcement. How about it? 
Are such things on your list? 

4. Life’s highest gifts, however, will 
not be found under the tree because 
there's no place to buy them. They are 
not for sale because they depend upon 
the right kind of spirit, one that is eager 
and receptive. One must get right with 
God by a true and cleansing repentance 
One must throw off wrong attitudes by 
attaining new and better thoughts and 
feelings. Here is one place where money 
won't help us get what we want. Only 
the coin of the spiritual world passes 
here. 

5. Life's highest gifts will not be found 
among your gifts under the tree because 
they cannot be given to you or to any 
one. Consider how it is with happiness 
It cannot be given to you because it de 
pends upon an appreciative attitude 
which must be personally cultivated. It 
cannot be given to you because in its 
finest varieties it comes only through 
sharing. “All who joy would win must 
share it. Happiness was born a twin!”

D° you have God on your Christmas 

list? You ask, “What can I give 
God who gives us everything?” He 
wants from us something far more im- 
portant than material gifts, important as 
they are for his work. Perhaps it is true 
of our giving to God, as of all giving, 
that the best gift is one a person can use 
and enjoy. 

1. We had better start by pointing out 
at least two things God cannot use. 
Mere words, no matter how beautiful, 
are no acceptable gift. Jesus said, “Not 
every one who says to me, ‘Lord, Lord, 
shall enter the kingdom of heaven, but 
he who does the will of my Father.” 
(Matthew 7:21) Admiration alone for 
Jesus is not enough. It is so easy to 
admire him, to praise him, to make 
great theological affirmations about 
him. But beyond the words “Christ suf- 
fered for you” we read, “leaving 
you an example.” (1 Peter 2:21) That 
means the difficult task of following 
him. 

2. You can give God your heart, even 
as Jesus said, “You shall love the Lord 
your God with all your heart.” For 
ancient people the heart was the center 
of man’s activity, the seat of his emo- 
tions, the stirring of his conscience. To 
give our heart to God, therefore, is to 
surrender our real self with all its pur- 
poses and powers to his direction and 
control. It is to make God's way of 
life, as revealed by Jesus, our way of 
life. Here is a gift for God which he 
can really use, and in using it, make 
the gift serve the giver in the richest 
way 

3. You can give God your soul, for 
Jesus also spoke of loving God “with all 
your soul.” The soul was regarded in 
earlier times as that part of man which 
stood apart from God, able in the exer- 
cise of God-given freedom to deny him, 
to go contrary to his will. It is only when 
the soul is given to God, however, that 
man becomes truly free, relieved of the 
disabilities that afflict life apart from 
God. A doctor who earlier in his career 
went wrong and only at great cost 
learned the importance of faith directs 
his patients to God for their deepest 
needs.

4. We may be grateful, too, for the 
“inexpressible gift” of Christ because of 
the rich experience of God he makes 
possible. “He came to be with man that I 
might be with God,” as E. Stanley Jones 
once put it. From the beginning the dis- 
ciples felt there was something about 
Jesus not of this world. The more we 
read the Gospels, the more he makes this 
impression upon us, too. God sent him 
when the right time had come; God 
was with him in all that he sought to 
do. God was in him, seeking to reveal 
himself and to bring the world to him- 
self. This is the eternal Christian faith 
it is our privilege to share. It is the 
theme that opens the New Testament 
with the singing of angels and closes it 
with hallelujah choruses; the theme, too, 
that makes our Christmas carols songs 
of joy. 

5. “Thanks be to God,” we can also 
say, for the new courage and strength 
and hope the remembrance of Jesus af- 
fords in life's difficult situations. In a 
home for invalids and elderly people 
someone made little crosses and covered 
them with luminous paint to make them 
shine in the dark. A cross was put in 
every room. This was wise and right, 
for nothing approaches the cross in its 
ability to inspire courage in the midst 
of trouble. It speaks of Christ, our com- 
panion everywhere. It suggests the 
abundant resources of God which are 
available for our encouragement and 
strength. Ir reminds us that out of 
tragedy can come victory. It holds forth 
the promise that beyond death there is 
new life. “If God is for us, who is 
against us?” is the confident shout of 
the Christian. (Romans 8:31)

Asia Minor, named for Attalus 
Philadelphus, or Attalus the brother 
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lover, was an important center. Here a 
small but faithful Christian community 
developed. To this church a letter was 
addressed in these words: “I have set 
before you an open door.” 

1. An open door suggests opportunity. 
That is what the new year offers, a 
house with twelve floors and 365 rooms, 
full of new things, old things in fresh 
forms, a rich variety of experiences. The 
new year means further opportunity to 
learn, especially for young people who 
are still in school. It means more time 
to work, to do the tasks by which we 
not only earn a living but also serve our 
fellows and God, too. It means more 
time to enjoy our families, to see our 
children and our grandchildren develop 
in ability, in character, in faith. 

2. For Christians in Philadelphia an 
open door stood for missionary opportu- 
nity. The city had been founded with a 
missionary purpose—to be a center of 
Greek influence in an oriental land. For 
this purpose it was strategically situated, 
with important highways passing 
through it. Christians could send the 
gospel over those highways to lands be- 
yond. Doors of missionary opportunity 
are still open. Our privilege is to send 
missionaries through those doors, by 
gifts on the red side of our envelopes, to 
win people for Christ and to minister 
to their urgent needs. 

3. One door was always open for 
Christians long ago, as it is open for us 
today—the door into another person's 
life through which he sees the meaning 
of Christianity in the way we live it. In 
home, office, shop, or schoolroom, in our 
dealings with tradespeople, in our social 
contacts, we can give a favorable im- 
pression of what it means to be a 
Christian. By the attractiveness of our 
Christian living we can so recommend 
our faith that others will be impressed 
by it and want it for themselves. 

4. In another interpretation an open 
door may be entrance into the presence 
of God. Perhaps Christians at Philadel- 
phia had been excommunicated from 
the synagogue. But today they are as- 
sured that while they might be shut out 
of the synagogue, no authority on earth 
can close the door of God's kingdom 
Christ alone has the key to that door, 
and once he has opened it, no man can 
shut it. Here is an abiding truth: Noth- 
ing save our own disinterest or neglect 
can debar us from God's presence, even 
as Paul declared out of his experience 
that nothing could separate him from 
God's love in Christ. 

5. In this assurance of God's unfailing 
presence we have the surest basis for any 
happiness we hope to enjoy in coming 
months. “Contrary to regulations,” Eng- 
lish postal authorities stamped on a post 
card when a single line, “Be of good 
cheer, Brother,” was written on the ad-

HOW TO LIVE UP TO 
THE BEST YOU KNOW 


Hymns: Living for Jesus a Life That

Lesson: 2 Corinthians 3:1-18 

Text: “We all, . . . beholding the glory 
of the Lord, are being changed into his 
likeness. .” 2 Corinthians 3:18 


Merr people than we suppose are 

concerned about their strange in- 
ability to carry through the good reso- 
lutions of the night before. In us seems 
to be a mixture of good and bad tend- 
encies. Paul realized the problem when 
he said, “I do not do the good I want.” 
(Romans 19) How did Paul get 
help? How can we get it? 

1. Do you have a fine family back- 
ground, with parents who both loved 
you and exemplified the Christian life? 
Then you have a sound foundation for 
living up to the best you know, for such 
is the power of family sentiment that no 
one can easily or for long go contrary to 
it. In youth the family tie may stretch 
considerably, but in the long run it pulls 
us back to sane living. If you are a 
parent, pray God for wisdom and ability 
to build a Christian family, with Christ 
known and followed, for the sake of 
your children and their present and 
future good 

2. In every life there are times when 
an effective way to meet our problem 
is to take ourselves firmly in hand and 
say, “See here! You know what you 
ought to do. Now get busy and do it! 
There may be some good things we just 
don't care much about doing, like going 
to church when we aren't in the mood, 
or taking up some task when we would 
rather sit by and watch others do it 
But it often happens, when we start 
doing something good by a sheer act 
of will and keep doing it long enough, 
that what begins as a duty becomes a 
privilege 

3. It is always easier to do what is 
right when we see clearly what it will 
mean to ourselves in the long run and 
what fine things will flow out of our 
Christian living into other lives. Here is 
the answer to the student who agreed 
that an unselfish life is the best thing, 
“but how do you make yourself care for 
it?” So we sing, “I would be true, for 
there are those who trust me; I would be 
pure, for there are those care, 
words written as a personal message to 
his mother by a young man, Howard 
Walter, whose brief life was strong and 
courageous. 

4. Hang on the walls of your imagi- 
nation vivid pictures of what is right 
and good, remembering that what gets 
and holds our attention has astonishing 
power to determine our action. The 
writer of the letter to the Hebrews 
knew this when he called the roll of Old 
Testament heroes of faith for the en- 
couragement of early Christians as they 
faced a time of severe trial in living up 
to the best they knew in Christ. Our will 
may be weak, but this one thing it 
can do. It can deliberately fill the mind 
with ideals, examples, of what is right 
and good. 

5. Most important of all, enthrone 
Christ the Savior in your imagination.

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Get his wonderful life, his teaching, in 
the center of attention. Stand before the 
cross and look up into the patient, 
searching eyes of the suffering Savior. 
Linger before the cross by reading re- 
peatedly the Gospels and Epistles that 
tell how the Son of God loved us and 
gave himself for us.

WHAT CAN ONE 
PERSON DO? 


Hymns: God of Grace and God of 

Glory—"Are Ye Able?” Said the Master

Lesson: John 6:1-14 

Text: what are they among so

‘To s problems seem so vast, our 

individual resources so small, that 
we wonder what one person can do 
We are like Andrew, looking at the 
lad's five loaves and two fish and ask- 
ing, “But what are they among so 
many?” What can person do to 
make the spirit of Christ more widely 
prevail in our troubled world? 

1. Of first importance is how we think 
about ourselves. We may our in- 
significance before the immensities of 
the universe. So did the writer of Psalm 
8, burt he also "Yer thou hast 
made him little than God.” The 
parables of Jesus in Luke 15 portray the 
unresting quest of God for man. Paul 
exclaimed, “The Son of God loved me 
and gave himself for me.” (Galatians 
2:20) To think of ourselves in that way 
makes a difference. We are not 
helpless individuals; we are children of 
God, endowed by him with great 
powers and possibilities 

2. The person who has responded to 
God's search in Christ and committed 
himself to his service is much more 
likely to see opportunities for usefulness 
in difficult situations. A young woman 
was obliged to live in an unattractive 
part of Chicago. She became disturbed 
about conditions for unmarried young 
At first she felt helpless, burt 
her favorite verse, “You did not choose 
me, but I chose you” (John 15:16), 
kept speaking to her. An idea began to 
develop. She put it into action, with 
lasting benefit to many young women 
of the area 

3. Whatever may be the difficulties of 
relating Christian principles to the 
wider world, there is always some place 
in which a beginning can be made. That 
we cannot do everything is no reason 
for not doing something. A housewife

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was understandably depressed by news- 
paper headlines. “But what can one 
woman do?” she asked. Then she de- 
cided she must do something. The place 
to begin was in her own home, which 
quickly became a happier place for 
everybody. Next, she moved out into the 
community, finding elderly persons she 
could help and cheer. 

4. Repeatedly an aroused individual 
has been “the spearhead of social ad- 
vance,” by his interest and enthusiasm 
stirring others to action. John Peters, 
while an army chaplain, vowed he would 
do everything he could to help prevent 
another war. The surest way, he be- 
lieved, was to help the world’s danger- 
ously hungry millions. He began to talk 
about it, and the outcome was World 
Neighbors, with two hundred dedicated 
persons, some Americans, others native 
Christians, working in 1500 villages in 
India, Egypt, Ethiopia, and the Philip 
pines to increase food supply 

5. It is also important to remember 
how individual strength is multiplied 
many times when support is given to 
fine movements and organizations 
‘Make disciples of all nations,” is the 
command of Christ, but how can we do 
it unless we give our individual support 
to missionary organizations, beginning 
with our own particular denomination? 
Jesus said, “Go and do likewise,” after 
telling the Parable of the Good Samari 
tan. But how can we show neighborli- 
ness to distant people except through 
organizations that exist to give long 
arms to our concern for people every 
where?

DEALING WITH 
FRUSTRATION IN YOUR 
LIFE 

Hymns: We Gather Together to Ask 
the Lord's Blessings—When Courage 
Fails and Faith Burns Low—In the 
Cross of Christ I Glory 

Lesson: 2 Corinthians 4:7-15 

Text: “We are afflicted in every way, 
but not crushed; . . .” 2 Corinthians 4:8 


ppemeneion is a common problem. Our 
happiness depends in large degree 
upon how we deal with it. Frustration is 
a long word for the fact that we do not 
always get what we want. We are often 
disappointed, sometimes emphatically 
defeated. There are handicaps and limit 
ing situations to make life more dif- 
ficult. In 2 Corinthians 4:7-15 we read 
about a man who met frustration with- 
out letting it overcome him. “We are 
afflicted in every way,” said Paul, “burt 
not crushed.” 

1. A person's attitude toward himself 
determines success or failure in dealing 
with frustration. It doesn’t help to say, 
“I'm being punished,” or “Everything is 


against me.” Failure may be due to a 
fault in ourselves, but we can best learn 
from our unfortunate experience if we 
believe that even in our imperfection 
there is something about us God values 
and can use. “We have this treasure in 
earthen vessels,” said Paul. In his fine 
humility he spoke of himself as frail in 
comparison with the spiritual treasure 
committed to him. But here was a high 
thought of himself as a vessel for God's 
use, a self-respect rooted in reverence 
for God. Such regard for ourselves, 
which comes through Christ the Savior, 
we need as a good interior foundation 
upon which to deal with frustration 

2. It is important to discriminate be- 
tween what is alterable and what is 
unalterable. In every situation there are 
some things you cannot change. Think 
of Paul's physical handicap, his “thorn 
in the flesh.” He prayed earnestly for 
its removal, but in the end he had to 
accept it. Then he went to work to 
change what could be changed, his own 
attitude toward it, toward God. He lis 
rened carefully when God said, “My 
grace is sufficient for you.” (2 Corin 
thians 12:9) With this changed articude 
he found it true that God's power “is 
made perfect in weakness,” a fact which 
has repeated illustration in handicapped 
lives. A blind man who accepted the 
fact of his blindness and altered his 
attitude from doubt to faith 
Nothing is 


achieved 
success despite blindness 
impossible if God's help is sought in 
prayer,” he declares 

3. In time of frustration look for some 
substitute activity. There is generally a 
second choice open to you. This was 
Paul’s experience. (Acts 16:6-10) He 
wanted to preach in Bithynia, but he 
found his way blocked. He went on to 
Troas, and there had a vision of a man 
pleading, “Come over to Macedonia and 
help us.” In accepting this second choic« 
Paul did a momentous thing. He carried 
the gospel out of Asia and into Europe 
Adoniram Judson had the same kind of 
experience when he 
India. He worked so effectively in 
Burma that we cannot think of missions 
there apart him. A man 
found it impossible to finance himself 
through medical college. He was able to 
get a doctorate in psychology. Today he 
is a successful clinical psychologist 
There is always more than one job we 
can do well. Look for your second

Jesus would help him. He started going 
to church, began to apply the principles 
of Jesus. He lost his fear, found courage, 
made better marks. “This spiritual busi- 
ness is surely something,” he said 

1. From the Bible comes the story of 
another person who had a still more re- 
markable experience of the power of 
Christ and his way of life. It is the story 
of Paul. He had plenty of trouble with 
himself, like many people today, know- 
ing what is right, wanting to do right, 
bur often failing. Yet Paul didn’t stay at 
odds with himself. He met Jesus Christ 
in a tremendous experience that 
changed everything. He stopped trying 


so hard and yielded himself to Christ, 
who now became so real to him that he 
seemed to be living right within him- 
self. 

2. Ac first Paul fought against the idea 
of accepting Jesus as the Son of God, 
like some people do today. Two skeptics 
were discussing the life of Jesus. Colonel 
Ingersoll urged General Lew Wallace to 
write a story around Jesus, tearing down 
his divineness, painting him as he was, a 
man among men. The book, Ben Hur, 
was written, but in writing it Wallace 
became convinced that Jesus was more 
than a man among men. He was the 
Son of God. This is a reasonable faith 
Jesus, living closer to God than anyone 
else, most completely reveals God the 
Father 

3. Belief in Jesus as the Son of God is 
more than a truc idea in the mind; it 
is a rich experience expressed in these 
words of Paul: “The Son of God loved 
me.” It is wonderful to know we are 
loved; it gives us more confidence in 
ourselves. Passing all other love is the 
love of Christ. When Paul couldn't love 
himself, while he persecuted Christians, 
Christ loved him, saw in him the man 
he could become. You are never without 
a friend, someone who loves you, desires 
the best for you, is always ready to help 
you become a better person 

4. How did Paul know Christ loved 
him? “The Son of God loved me and 
gave himself for me,” he said, looking 
back at the cross and seeing love at its 
best. The love of God revealed in the 
love of Christ—this is the gospel. It says 
to everyone, “God much 
that he allowed his Son to die for you, 
for your sins, since the wrong things 
you do are the same in spirit as the sins 
that brought Jesus to the cross.” It is 
a terrible thing to crucify the Lord

5. Everybody knows what Paul did 
when he came to realize the love of God 
in Christ. He responded to it so com 
pletely that he could say, “I have been 
crucified with Christ; and it is no longer 
I who live, but Christ lives in me.” Here 
in our supreme privilege and opportu 
nity of life—so to feel the wonder of 
Jesus as Son of God, to be so grateful 
for his sacrifice on our behalf, that 
above all else we want to be the kind 
of person he can approve, doing things 
that accord with his spirit, helping to

This spring 
training coincides roughly with the 
Lenten season, the period of preparation 
for the celebration of Easter which can 
easily be traced back to the second cen- 
tury. Christians, too, need a training 
peric d. 

1. Ir may be argued, of course, that a 
seasonal observance gives the impression 
of a religion detached from normal life, 
that such an observance encourages the 
idea that some magic power proceeds 
from it. The same objections could be 
urged against celebration of one's 
wedding day or Mother's Day. Yet such 
celebrations are intended to promote 
deeper love and devotion all the rest of 
the year. Any observance of Lent should 
be carried through with such under- 
standing of its deeper meaning that 
Christian living is finer throughout the 
year. 

2. The Lenten season is a time to take 
a fresh look at our batting average in 
things of the soul, to engage in self- 
examination. “Let a man examine him- 
self,” said Paul. It is never easy or pleas- 
ant to look sharply at one’s self in the 
light of Christ, but it is one of the most 
beneficial exercises one can engage in at 
any time. Self-knowledge, says a psy- 
chologist, helps us to deal with undesir- 
able tendencies before they go too far, 


| it makes us more sympathetic toward 


other people, it leads to the humility 
which is the foundation of all virtue. 

3. The Lenten season is a time to think 
about the proper relation of body and 
spirit, to get a new appreciation of self- 
denial. Self-indulgence and spiritual in- 
sight do not go together. By doing 
things that are distasteful we build up 
a habit of self-control which is valuable 
in life’s severe tests. Even small forms 
of self-denial practiced during Lent are 
better than self-indulgence, but the 
finest self-denial is that which is begun 
in Lent and continued through the year, 
that our souls may grow in spiritual 
insight and strength and kindly practice 

4. Our Lenten spiritual training is 
carried through in the most effective 
way when we hang on the walls of our 
imagination fresh pictures of Jesus as 
he pursues the way of sacrifice. In the 
period Lent commemorates, Jesus was 
moving stedfastly toward Jerusalem, 
knowing what would happen there. So 
offensive to Peter was the thought of 
self-sacrifice that he protested vigor- 
ously. Later he came to see that sacrifice 
was according to God's purpose. Any 
self-denial of ours must be very small in 
comparison with the supreme sacrifice 
of our Lord 

5. The Lenten season is a time to take 
more earnestly the high adventure of 
following Jesus in the tasks of our time 
“Love so amazing, so divine,” we sing 
It does demand “my soul, my life, my 
all,” in deeds that express the spirit of 
Christ. Think of sick and shut-in folk 
to be visited, people outside the church 
to be invited, offices in the church to be 
filled, church school classes to be taught, 
community organizations needing sup 
port. We are to be Christian in spirit 
every day, wherever we are and what- 
ever we may be doing

66VV/ ould I prevent myself from 
doing a selfish or cowardly 
thing, I said to myself, ‘A Roman 
wouldn't have done it!” said Jane 
Welsh who became Mrs. Thomas 
Carlyle. So great is the power of ex- 
ample. Be “imitators of those who 
through faith and patience inherit the 
promises,” we are told. 
1. To see faith realized in another per- 
son always makes it easier for us to be- 
lieve in God. When Stanley went out 
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to Africa to search for Livingstone, he 
was an unbeliever, but he came back a 
believer. Livingstone made the differ- 
ence, for he “was so eminently one of 
Christ's men that Stanley could believe 
there was a Christ because there was a 
Livingstone.” Isn't it true that we came 
first to believe largely because we had 
known men and women who made re- 
ligion a living thing? It is wonderful to 
be an example of faith, worthy of 
imitation 


2. Nothing so quickens faith and hope 
as the sight of others who live by faith 
and hope. As a small boy, Rufus M 
Jones was full of fanciful fears. Then 
he learned, mainly in the atmosphere of 
his home, that God was with him, that 
he belonged to God and need not be 
afraid. “I knew Aunt Peace never 
doubted and I tried to follow her plan 
of life,” he said. As an adult teacher of 
religion, Dr. Jones was sure children 
would be genuinely religious if they 
could be led “not alone by instruction 
but by warm, appealing examples of 
quiet confidence in God.” 

3. To reflect upon those “who through 
faith and patience inherit the promises” 
makes us more aware of the possibilities 
of faith. One man, who called himself 
a cynic, said he didn’t know what faith 
meant or how to apply it. He was given 
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a verse, “If God is for us, who is against 
us?” and was told to repeat it a dozen 
times a day for a month. It all seemed so 
foolish, but before the month was up he 
felt better, more competent. Are 
facing a difficulty? Then imitate this 
man by practicing faith in the same

surprise! 


4. In asking early Christians to imitate 
men of faith, the ancient writer was also 
saying in effect, “You aren't the first to 
face trouble.” This is still true. Trouble 
like ours has been experienced before; 
in other times men and women have 
known failure and defeat. Yet they 
found a way out and up. After listing 
his sufferings, Robert Louis Stevenson 
said, “I still hope, I still believe, I still 
see the good in the inch and cling to 
it.” To meet someone in life or biogra 
phy who has lived courageously always 
puts iron into our own souls 


5. How can we become “imitators of 
those who through faith and patience 
inherit the promises” unless we become 
familiar with a wide circle of coura 
geous souls in life and literature? Here is 
the high value of biography. The Bible 
is filled with it. Think of Joseph holding 
fast to his integrity despite trouble, of 
Abraham going out to a strange country

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| working with the children of men from 
the beginning. He chose the Hebrew 
people for his particular channel of rev- 
elation. He entered into sacred agree- 
ments with his people and faithfully 
did his part. In Christ he has carried to 
fulfillment every previous effort for 
man’s good, and today we are benefici- 
aries of his grace. 

2. The new and greater covenant un- 
der which we live as Christians was 
made possible by the sacrifice of Christ. 
In making the Mosaic covenant, animals 
were sacrificed and the blood dashed 
out upon the people and sprinkled on 
the altar, sacramentally linking God 
with his people. Against this ancient 
background Jesus said, “This is my 
blood of the covenant, which is poured 
out for many for the forgiveness of 
sins.” (Matthew 26:28) As he had 
given his life in service God and 
man, so now he was to give himself 
death for the same high purpose. 

3. Entrance into a covenant always in- 
volves acceptance of obligations. So it 
is with marriage. New obligations are 
assumed, yet they are a small price to 
pay for the privileges we enjoy. Accep- 
tance of Christ as Savior entails obliga- 
tions that run into every part of life, 





for Christianity in the home is kindness, 
in business it is honesty, in play it is 
fairness, to the unfortunate it is sym- 
pathy, to the weak it is help, to the 
penitent it is forgiveness, to all men it 
is respect and service, to God it is wor- 
ship and service of his kingdom 

4. Actually, the Christian life is not a 
matter of driving one’s will to live by 
rules, but responding to a new spirit 
that wells up within us when we know 
Christ. Jeremiah spoke of a time when 
God would make a new covenant with 
his people, writing his law upon their 
hearts. (31:31-34) Christians find this 
new covenant in Christ. Loving him 
who first loved us, we can love others 
and live pure, upright lives. So it was 
for a man in our time who made his 
own the truth of Paul's words, “Be trans- 
formed by the renewal of your mind.” 
(Romans 12:2) 

5. In this new covenant relation with 
God in Christ is our ground of hope 
for the future. God has never forgotten 
his people; he will always be mindful 
of them. Zechariah, speaking for God 
to discouraged people, reminded them 
of “my covenant with you,” and called 
them “prisoners of hope.” (9:11, 12) 
An autopsy was performed on a man of 
eighty-seven, struck down by a truck 
“Your husband should have died twenty 
years ago,” the doctor told the widow 
She told of his hopeful spirit. “I have 
hopes,” he would say, and those hopes 
prolonged his life.

(Mat- 
thew 5:41) He shows us how to turn 
necessity into privilege—by accepting 
whatever compulsion or limitation life 
lays upon us, and so handling it that 
we do more than we would otherwise 
have done. Many weaknesses and handi- 
caps are best overcome by using them 
Biography abounds in_ illustrations. 
Glenn Cunningham in early life had 
his legs so badly burned that he wasn’t 
expected to walk again, but he set re- 
cords for running. 

4. In carrying a cross of circumstance 
it is also helpful to live in a serviceable 
spirit. Jesus spoke of service as the 
way to greatness. (Mark 10:43) We 
may be more troubled by an unwanted 
burden. But the recommendation of 
Jesus is the same—the way out for us 
is to think of others and find ways to 
be helpful. A woman who never mar- 
ried but loved children found a mate 
in human need, wedded herself to mis- 
ery, and mothered the souls of the lowly 
In so doing, a cross became a door of 
opportunity. 

3 For persons of sensitive Christian 
conscience a cross of circumstance may 
come in the problem of trying to live 
a Christian lite in an imperfect world 
The teaching of Jesus is high and de- 
manding. We may think it would be 
easier to be a Christian if only circum- 
tances were more favorable. Some Chris- 
tians have left the troubled world to 
live a holy life in monasteries. New 
Testament Christianity, however, is not 
attained by sheltering life from human 
problems, but by facing them in the 
conviction that in Christ we can be 
victorious.

| I° the celebration of Palm Sunday we 
join hands with the Christian cen- 


turies. The triumphal entry has always 
appealed strongly to Christian imagi- 
nation. How is this age-old appeal to 
be explained? Let us look at it again for 
the instruction and inspiration it con- 
tains. 

1. We can see that for at least a few 
hours before the day of his suffering 
Jesus received a little of the honor and 
acclaim to which he is justly entitled 
Did the crowd feel the compassion of 
Jesus? We still sing, “Majestic sweet- 
ness sits enthroned upon the Savior's 
brow.” Did people note his strength 
and determination? Martin Luther sang 
of “the right man on our side,” able to 
empower us. Surely the crowd saw here 
a new leader, one it would be good to 
follow. We sing, “Lead on, O King 
Eternal, till sin’s fierce war shall cease. 

2. Seen in relation to Good Friday, 
Palm Sunday shows how swiftly the for 
tunes of life can change—honor and ac 
claim for Jesus one day, crucifixion a 
few days later. There is a kind of faith 
that stands up well enough when life 
is untroubled, when things are going 
our way. It takes a tougher kind of 
faith to uphold us when the forces of 
evil triumph, when difficult duty is to 
be done, when suffering overtakes us 
Jesus had stormy-weather faith, so that 
after praying, “Remove this cup,” he 
could add, “Not what I will, but what 
thou wilt.” 

3. It was inevitable that Good Friday 
should follow Palm Sunday 
to travel the road of sacrifice and suffer 
ing. Ir couldn't be otherwise in a world 
where friendly followers could shout 
“Hosanna!” one day and another crowd 
could cry “Crucify him!” a few days 
later. There was no other way for one 
of his unyielding loyalty to God and 
man. There couldn't be any other way 
because his kingdom could be intro 
duced only by persuasion, never by 
force. Sacrifice is still the way to lay 
the foundations of God's kingdom here 
on earth. 

4. In thinking about the triumphal 
entry, we may find ourselves noting the 
differences between life long ago and 
life today—donkeys and camels for travel 
then, motor cars and jet planes today 
Isn't Jesus also old-fashioned, out of 
date? The changing elements in life, 
however, are less significant than its 
enduring elements. Men who rode don- 
keys and men who pilot planes are the 
same in their basic needs. We must go 
back to Jesus for the principles, the 
spirit, that will enable us to use safely 
the immense powers science is confer- 
ring upon man. 

5. We shouldn't fail to note and to en- 
ter into Palm Sunday's central theme of 
victory and triumph. Paul speaks for 
himself and for countless numbers of 
men and women in every age and land 
when he exclaims, “Thanks be to God, 


Jesus had 
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who in Christ always leads us in tri- 
umph.” (2 Corinthians 2:14) One man 
has told of the spiritual reinforcement 
that came to him in time of trouble 
when he repeated the words, “I am with 
you always. Fear not, for 1 am with you.”

Perhaps some of us feel a wistful de- 
sire for stronger, more assured belief in 
immortality How can we £0 about 
deepening our hold upon the faith we 
sing about at Easter? 

1. Reflect, first, upon the amazing won- 
der of the world. Many have found in 
timations of immortality, the supreme 
wonder, as they thought about life’s les- 
ser wonders. Cecil de Mille, watching 
a water beetle as it apparently died, then 
cracked open its parched back to emerge 
a beautiful dragonfly, said to himself, 
‘lf God does that for a water beetle, 
why should he not do it for me?” He 
had a new sense of the wonder of life 
that takes other and more beautiful 
forms. He never again doubted the 
immortal life for himself or for his 
fellows. 

2. Live in fellowship with men and 
women who hold high this faith. The 
Dutch lad hadn't attained his calm 
faith by accident; he hadn't cultivated 
it in isolation. He absorbed it in his 
family circle, so that he could write to 
his father, “Be strong in your belief 
which I know you have, like Mother.” 
We cannot go back and choose parents 
of great faith, but as parents we can 
deepen our faith, that our children may 
absorb it from us. We can associate 
with people who have faith. The most 
natural place to look for them is in the 
church. 

3. Get into the habit of reading litera- 
ture of Christian faith, the Bible and 
other books and articles inspired by the 
Bible. A retired minister quotes an old 
saying, “Truth cannot be confirmed

PREACHERS AND PREACHING 


A PROTESTANT SPEAKS HIS 
MIND, by Lion T. Jones. The West- 
minster Press. 37 pages. $3.95. 

After serving a number of pastorates 
of the Presbyterian Church in the 
United States, Dr. Jones is now profes- 
sor of practical theology at San Fran- 
cisco Theological Seminary, San 
Anselmo, California. In this book he 
offers a frank and clear examination of 
the issues upon which Protestant and 
Roman Catholic come into conflict 
whenever any proposals for peaceful 
coexistence are discussed. 

Kennedy's candidacy for the Presi- 
dency has started this discussion once 
again; and once again there are those 
who shout “bigot” to anyone raising 
these questions for a possible answer 
Dr. Jones is well aware of this situation 
Nevertheless he believes that name- 
calling should never detract from an 
honest appraisal of Protestant-Catholic 
relationships, even if it means unpopu- 
lar or unpleasant conclusions. 

Dr. Jones begins with a consideration 
of the irenic movement. Here he asks 
five questions: Should we be disturbed 
about a divided Christendom? What 


kind of ecumenical church should we 
have? Should our discussions about 
union be always in a spirit of kindli- 
ness? Upon what basis can we unite 
with Rome? Are we realistic in suggest 
ing union with Rome? After an exami 
nation of the New Testament sources 
with reference to worship, church gov- 
ernment, and church unity, Dr. Jones 
surveys church practices of the post- 
Reformation period. Chapter 4 is a clear 
and scholarly statement of essential 
Protestant doctrines. The author's 
chapter on “Religion in Our American 
Society” contains some very startling 
facts about Protestant-Catholic relation 
ships in this country. Church-state rela 
tions are not discussed; they are docu 
mented. Then follows a chapter dealing 
with Roman Catholics in public office 
Finally, Dr. Jones concludes with “some 
proposals for Protestant action,” in 
which Protestants are urged to awaken 
from their calm complacency 

This is not just another book on 
Catholics. It

RELIGION THAT IS ETERNAL, by 
G. Ray Jordan. The Macmillan Com- 
pany. 134 pages. $3.00. 

This is the seventeenth book from the 
pen of G. Ray Jordan, professor of 
preaching and chapel preacher at the 
Candler School of Theology, Emory 
University, Atlanta, Georgia. Religion 
That Is Eternal is a volume of sermons, 
the primary purpose of which is to 
help the individual adjust himself 
ethically and spiritually to the changing 
conditions of a rapidly and almost un 
believably changing world. Each of the 
ten sermons is based on the firm belief 
that the Christian religion can render 
this great service to the children of men 
in a confused and troubled age. Each 
sermon is followed by an outline of ap 
proximately one page. This is some 
what unusual, but these summaries arc 
of highly clarifying value 

The second sermon, which is typical, 
is entitled “What Is Really Important.” 
Its central idea is the necessity of our 
being able to discriminate between mere 
things and the higher values which 
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abide. After a brief explanation of this 
fundamental thought, there is a discus- 
sion of four subtopics: (1) Physical 
Safety, (2) Mental Satisfaction, (3) 
Social Security, (4) Spiritual Safety 

The third sermon has to do with 
“What We Need Most.” It deals espe- 
cially with the question, What consti- 
tutes our deepest needs? The topic of the 
last sermon is “Can God Really Meet 
Our Needs?” It is based on the text “My 
God will supply all that you need from 
his glorious resources in Christ Jesus.” 
(Philippians 4:19, Phillips ) 

This is by no means the first good 
book that Dr. Jordan has written. How- 
ever, this reviewer is strongly inclined to 
pronounce it his best. It is a collection 
of enlightening, comforting, and in- 
spiring sermons

cultivation. This book belies such an as- 
sumption. It is a rewarding proof that 
‘the unsearchable riches of Christ’ are 
also inexhaustible.” 


In the Preface, Dr. Connick gives us 
some interesting information concerning 
the background of the book. A group of 
business and professional men asked 
him to help them discover the meaning 
of the Sermon on the Mount for their 
daily lives. This experiment extended 
itself far beyond the boundaries of the 
original group. Requests came from 
many other areas for information in re- 
gard to ways and means of engaging in 
such a study of life at its best in the 
kingdom of God. 

We have here a vigorous, colorful, 
arresting study of the mountain-top 
sermon on the fundamental teachings of 
Jesus.

1. Take fresh hold of the truth cel 
brated at Easter, the resurrection of 
Jesus. What else can explain the trans 
formation of the disciples from despair 
to exultation, the birth of the church and 
its survival and growth despite oppo 
sition, the observance of the first day 
of the week, the conversion of many 
priests who knew everything that could 
be said against the new faith, the con 
version of Saul, a persecutor of the 
church? These and other evidences for 
the resurrection are presented persua 
sively by James Martin in a recent book 
Did Jesus Rise From the Dead? ( Associ 
ated Press) 

5. Live now in a fellowship with the 
heavenly Father we know in Christ. A 
nurse, trying to encourage an elderly 
woman who had great fear of death 
succeeded at last when she led her to 
feel that God's arms were around her 
here and now. This is immortality. It 
is through a larger experience of God 
as Jesus revealed him, for when we be 
come certain of God in this present life 
we have a solid foundation upon which 
to believe our fellowship with him will 
not be broken by the incident men have 
always called death 

Paul wrote about 
Jesus, who abolished death and brought 
life and immortality to light through 
the gospel.” He did it by assuring his 
disciples he was still alive, by leading 
them into a new kind of life now, with 
more vivid awareness of God

THEN HE OPENED 
THEIR MINDS 


Hymns: Ye Servants of God—Have 
Thine Own Way, Lord—Savior, Thy 
Dying Love 

Lesson: Luke 24:28-49 

Text: “Then he opened their minds to 


understand the scriptures Luke 
24:45 


H ere in our text are words about the 
risen Christ that stir our imagina 
tion. Only as his mind enlightened their 
minds did the disciples come to under- 
stand the Scriptures. Let us look at their 
experience, for it can help us to enter 
more fully into the larger mind it is 
our privilege to enjoy as Christians 
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1. When Jesus began to talk about re- 
jection and suffering for himself, Peter 
protested vigorously. Suffering for the 
Messiah? He couldn't see it that way! 
But in the light of the cross and the 
resurrection, the disciples saw trom the 
Scriptures that suffering was the way of 
God for his chosen one to become man’s 
Redeemer. In the same revealing light 
our minds are opened to see the place 
of sacrifice in human life and history. 
Every great benefit goes back to some- 
body's sacrifice, and this is supremely 
true of all we owe to Christ the Savior. 


2. “Whoever would be great among 
you must be your servant.” (Mark 10 
43) It wasn't easy for the disciples to 
open their minds to this new idea of 
taking the lowest places. Even today our 
minds do not open easily to the idea of 
serving others instead of being waited 
on by them. Yet the evidence increases 
that Jesus was absolutely right, and that 
if we want to get real satisfaction out of 
life, we'd better get busy doing thought- 
ful, helpful things. An elderly man, re- 
tired, found a new world opening to 
him as he rendered small services 

3. In Jesus’ time official religion paid 
much attention to outward acts like 
washing the hands in particular ways, 
not for cleanliness or hygiene, but for 
ritual purposes. God's real concern, as 
Jesus saw it, was the inner spirit and 
thinking of a man. It took time for 
early Christians to open their minds 
to this great truth. Still today many sup 
pose worship isn't true worship unless 
it is carried on in a certain way. But 
worship can be acceptable to God under 
varied forms, since inner Spirit is alw ays 
more important to him than form 


i. The death of Jesus had plunged his 
disciples into deepest gloom and despair 
It seemed to be the end of everything 
they had hoped and dreamed. But now 
they knew with glorious certainty that 
the one they had followed was not 
a dead leader but the living Lord. It 
made a tremendous difference. They be 
came new men of amazing courage. It 
always makes a difference when we al- 
low the risen Christ to open our own 
minds to the eternal prospect. Here 
are words packed with assurance for 
everyone: “Because I live, you will live 
also.” (John 14:19) 

5. The disciples also saw opening be- 
fore them the great privilege of sharing 
the good news that was now their su- 
preme possession. With minds open to 
the wonder of Christ they went forth 
with their message, the result being the 
remarkable spread of Christian faith in 
the first century. In every century since, 
followers of Christ haven't been content 
merely to enjoy the gospel; they have 
gone out to other lands to share it 
widely, convinced that here was some- 
thing men everywhere desperately 
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needed, a conviction we may well share 


today.

NOTHING CAN SEPARATE 
US FROM GOD 


Hymns: O Could I Speak the Matchless 
Worth—O Love That Wilt Not Let 
Me Go—Take the Name of Jesus With 
You 

Lesson: Romans 8:28-39 

Text: “I am sure that neither death, 
nor life, . . . will be able to separate us 
from the love of God in Christ Jesus 
our Lord.” Romans 8:38, 39 


N “thios can separate us from God. 
, This is the thrilling assurance Paul 
has for us in Romans 8:38, 39. He 
wrote on the basis of personal experi- 
ence in many a troubled hour. To ac- 
quire such faith is the best preparation 
in youth for days to come. To live in 
this faith gives us inner peace, outer 
poise. 

1. Paul puts first what we would put 
last. He is certain death will have no 
effect upon God's love for him. He im- 
plies that if faith can deal with this 
fact, it can deal with anything we are 
likely to encounter. So to know the 
living Christ that we share even a little 
of Paul's confident faith is the greatest 
builder of morale anyone can know. It 
makes a vital difference here and now. 
To believe we live forever puts a new 
tone and quality into life. It renders 
easier some difficult decisions. Nobody 
wants to sew diamonds on tissue paper! 

2. “Neither death nor life,” says Paul. 
Life does terrible things to us. This 
Paul knew to a degree far greater than 
we will ever know. He talked of the 
hard things he had already endured and 
that still threatened him—tribulation, 
distress, persecution, famine, peril, 
sword—and in the same breath called 
attention to the means of victory: “In 
all these things we are more than con- 
querors through him who loved us.” To 
remember Christ, his suffering, God's 
love revealed in him, enables us to 
meet trouble and not be separated from 
God by it. 

3. Paul was also sure that no powers 
outside a man’s life could separate him 
from God. He mentions angels, princi- 
palities, powers, representing three 
ranks of angels often thought to be 
hostile to man. Not even jealous angels, 
says Paul, can separate man from God 
Height and depth are astrological terms, 
referring to the time a star is at its ze- 
nith or at its lowest point. Some people 
still think the position of the stars at 
time of birth determines temperament 
and destiny. Paul says the stars are 
powerless to separate us from God. 

4. Paul also refers to “things present” 
and “things to come.” Nothing that now 


82 


exists in the world as we know it can 
become a barrier to God. Here and now, 
right where we afe, in our present pre- 
dicament, we can experience something 
of the wonderful truth, “We know that 
in everything God works for good with 
those who love him.” Physical handi- 
cap is a common problem. Very few of 
us have all the bodily energy we need, 
and our limitations increase with the 
years. But what can be done despite 
handicap, with God's help, has been 
shown repeatedly. 

5. The more we experience God's pres- 
ence and power in the present, the more 
confident we can be about the future. 
The assurance of God's aid is also for 
the things we do not know about be- 
cause they are ahead of us. Anxiety 
about the future, worry about tomorrow 
—how many of us are involved in un- 
certainty! But God's all-embracing prov- 
idence didn’t stop functioning yesterday; 
it is always working, seeking to lead 
men into finer life, into a more cooper- 
ative social and intvrnational order. We 
cannot “drift beyond his love and care.” 

“Nor anything else in all creation” are 
climactic words of Paul. They reach 
out to all time and space. They cover 
anything and everything known or yet 
to become known. Such faith we all 
need for courageous living. Is this your 
faith—that nothing can separate us 
from God?

MASTERING FEELINGS OF 
INFERIORITY 


Hymns: God of Grace and God of 
Glory—Go Forth to Life, O Child of 
Earth—Jesus, Still Lead On 
Lesson: Exodus 3:1-12 
Text: “I will be with you; 
3:12 
De you ever say, “This new problem, 
this added responsibility, is too 
much for me”? Moses had such feelings 
of inferiority. Few men have felt less 
fitted for large responsibility than Moses 
felt when God called him to lead his 
people out of bondage. You can read 
about him in Chapters 3 and 4 of Exo- 
dus. 

1. Ask yourself, first, “Does this feel- 
ing of inferiority tell the truth about 
me?” Moses’ inferiority feeling didn’t 
tell the truth about him, for he was ex- 
perienced in the ways of the desert and 
had developed qualities of character that 
would make him a strong leader. In fair- 
ness to yourself, remember your own 
training and experience. Remember, too, 
that you have possibilities of further de- 
velopment. Not all Moses’ abilities 
found expression in his shepherding. 
Other abilities would show themselves 
only when he undertook a demanding 
task. 


” Exodus 


2. Even with real handicaps it is pos- 
sible to do much with your own ele- 
ments of strength. Probably Moses was 
right when he spoke of himself as slow 
of speech. This would be a limitation, 
for a leader should be able to present 
his cause eloquently. But Moses had 
other capacities for leadership that more 
than qualified him for the work God 
had for him to do. Get busy doing the 
things, perhaps the one thing, you can 
do well, for a growing sense of accom- 
plishment, even in a small area, has 
enabled many and will help you to 
master feelings of inferiority 


3. Your inferiority feelings can pro- 
vide valuable stimulus to success. God 
can often do more with a man or a wo- 
man who is aware of personal limita- 
tions. It was probably just as well that 
Moses was not too assured of his per- 
sonal powers when he faced the call to 
leadership, since failure awaits those 
who are overconfident as well as those 
who are unconfident. A church 
school teacher or superintendent may be 
better for feeling not fully equal to the 
responsibility—if that realization leads 
one to seek better ways of doing the 
work. 


4. Learn to think less of yourself and 
more of people you can help. Hundreds 
of persons, pitying themselves and fear- 
ing failure, have been surprised at what 
they could do at the call of human need 
How true this was of Moses! God was 
talking to him in familiar terms when 
he described the bondage of his people 
in Egypt. When Moses responded to 
God's call to be their deliverer, he found 
new powers at work within him to do 
what needed to be done. As he forgot 
himself for others he found his own 
energies were released, concentrated, di- 
rected. 

5. Have faith in God, who is the loyal 
helper of his servants. “Who am I that 
I should go to Pharaoh?” asked Moses 
“I will be with you,” was the instant 
reply of God. With that assurance 
Moses became one of the great leaders 
of all time. The same assurance, heard 
by other men and women as they 
stood hesitant before demanding situa- 
tions, has enabled them to become 
strong where they thought they were 
weak, competent where they feared they 
would be ineffective. A similar sense 
of God's helping presence will release 
your powers, too.

HOW TO KEEP YOUNG IN 
SPIRIT 

Hymns: Ancient of Days—The Lord Is 
My Shepherd—Jesus Is All the World 


to Me 
Lesson: 2 Corinthians 4:7-18 
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Text: “Though our outer nature is 
wasting away, our inner nature is being 
renewed day by day.” 2 Corinthians 4:16 


66 ouldn’t it be nice if we could 

grow younger instead of 
older?” So we may reason as we grow 
older. It is hard to find our physical 
powers declining. But this remains true: 
“Though our outer nature is wasting 
away, our innef nature is being renewed 
day by day.” 

1. In this matter of aging, as in react- 
ing to the unpleasant things that hap- 
pen to us at any age, it is helpful to 
realize how great the difference can be 
between what happens to us outwardly 
and what takes place inwardly. Paul 
wasn't exempt from the aging process. 
But he found himself inwardly refreshed 
and restored. He kept young in spirit 
Paul and John Quincy Adams would 
have understood each other. Recall how, 
at the age of eighty, Mr. Adams said, 
“John Quincy Adams is very well, thank 
you, but the house he lives in is sadly 
dilapidated.” 

2. When we learn to make this valu- 
able distinction, it is easier to see that 
advancing years have their compensa- 
tions. Dr. Mary Woolley in her seventy- 
fourth year said 


As you grow older, you accumu- 
late a great many things that 
young people can’t have—not 
only experiences but so many 
delightful memories and associa- 
tions. There is a certain deepen- 
ing. You learn to discount the 
trivialities, and cherish the 
things that endure. You realize 
the enduring friendships, the 
beauties of life, the fine things 
people do that can’t be taken 
from you. 


3. To keep young in spirit we need to 
live with the confidence and trust that 
come from looking, as Paul did, “to the 


things that are unseen.” He was sure 
that nothing could separate him from 
the love of God in Christ, neither 
“things present nor things to come.” 
(Romans 8:38). This assurance of 
God's continuing aid and interest 
should help us to accept middle age and 
old age as part of the divine order. Here 
we come upon a curious fact—"that one 
of the secrets of perpetual youth is the 
willingness to grow old naturally and 
gracefully.” 

4. To keep young in spirit we must 
retain an eagerness for new knowledge 
and new experiences instead of allowing 
our mental horizon to contract. How 
eager Paul was for new experiences. He 
wanted to preach at-Rome, and beyond 
Rome he dreamed of Spain. The mo- 
ment we stop learning, the moment we 
lose interest in mew experiences, that 
moment we begin to grow old. We can 
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stop being young in mind before we 
stop being young in years, just as we 
can continue being young in mind long 
after we have grown old in years. An 
eager, active mind need never age. 

5. To keep young in spirit we must 
remain alert to the needs and interests of 
other people. A self-centered person is 
never really happy at any age. How 
keen was Paul's interest in other people 
“I long to see you,” he wrote to Roman 
Christians, “that I may impart to you 
some spiritual gift to strengthen you.” 
(Romans 1:11) A youthful spirit of 
eighty-five, giving his prescription for 
happiness, said, “Be kinder to everybody 
than anybody can be to you. Living by 
that rule, I do not act like an old man.’ 
Begin to live this way when you are 
young, and you will be happier all your 
days. 

Paul lived in the light of eternity. 
Anything that happened to his body 
could be described as “this slight mo- 
mentary affliction” because of that eter- 
nal prospect. “For we know that if the 
earthly tent we live in is destroyed, we 
have a building from God, a house not 
made with hands, eternal in the 
heavens.” (2 Corinthians 5:1)

CONGRATULATE ME, 
I'M RICH! 


Hymns: My Father Is Rich—There's 
a Wideness in God's Mercy—Blessed 
Assurance, Jesus Is Mine 
Lesson: 1 Corinthians 1:4-25 
Text: “... in every way you were en- 
riched. .. .” 1 Corinthians 1:5 
66( “ ongraculace me, I'm rich!” All 
Christians have ample cause to 
say that to each other. We have the 
word of Paul for it, as he writes of “the 
grace which was given you in Christ 
Jesus, that in every way you were en- 
riched in him.” Our ship has come in; 
we have “struck it rich”; we have spirit- 
ual wealth. 

1. First of all and basic to all else is 
our companionship with Christ: “You 
were called into the fellowship of his 
Son.” In Jesus we find the most appeal- 
ing person in all history; it is wonderful 
to know him. We cannot conceive of 
anyone who would more completely ful- 
fill the Hebrew expectation of a de- 
liverer, the Messiah. To call him the 
Son of God is fitting and appropriate. 
“He's his father all over again,” we say 
of someone. So we feel in the presence 
of Jesus. No thought of God is complete 
until we have said, “God is like Christ.” 

2. When we know Christ, we have the 
knowledge that matters most for time 
and eternity. “You were enriched in 
him with all speech and knowledge.” 
More satisfying than any answers to our 
questions the unaided human mind has 


devised is the knowledge we have in 
Christ. “What is man?” we ask. “See 
what love the Father has given us that 
we should be called children of God; 
and so we are” is the answer in | John 
3:1. Whar is life for? “Man's chief end 
is to glorify God and to enjoy him for- 
ever” is a classic answer based on New 
Testament faith 

3. In Christ we experience an enhance- 
ment of our abilities. “You are not lack- 
ing in any spiritual gift,” Paul reminded 
Corinthian Christians, thinking of the 
new powers at work in them. Look at 
Peter, the fisherman. Jesus saw in him 
ability for bigger things; now he has 
one of the most honored names in 
Christendom. Look at Matthew, the tax- 
collector, writing nothing more impor- 
tant than receipts. But he was to write 
the great Gospel which bears his name 
With Christ latent abilities do come to 
light; we can do more things and better 
things. 

4. Christ is the surest source of 
strength in any time of need. He “will 
sustain you to the end,” said Paul. We 
may be compelled to live and work in 
difficult situations. It isn't easy to per- 
sist, to endure, to keep up courage. We 
need a feeling of sustainment. It is part 
of the spiritual wealth we have in Christ 
that such sustainment is available as we 
practice the presence of God, seeking his 
counsel and strength in everything we 
do. So one man found it possible to be 
happy in an undesirable place, because 
he felt the nearness of God 

5. There is another element in our 
spiritual wealth—confident hope. “As 
you wait for the revealing of our Lord 
Jesus Christ,” Paul said; then he spoke 
of being “guiltless in the day of our 
Lord Jesus Christ.” He was thinking of 
the Christian life in the setting of last 
things. He was confident that when 
Christ appears and judgment begins, the 
man who knows Christ can meet it un- 
afraid, because he is clothed in merits 
not his own but those of Christ who 
gave himself for him. This.eternal hope 
gives substance and strength to all lesser 
hopes

THE PROTECTING LOVE 
OF PARENTS 


Hymns: For the Beauty of the Earth

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portrays the holy family about to begin 
the long journey. Concern is written on 
the faces of Mary and Joseph. Here is 
real insight into parental love, a truth 
not only for Christmas but also for 
Mother's Day. 

1. Here we see to what lengths par- 
ents will go to safeguard the physical 
welfare of their son or daughter. Every 
mother and father knows something 
about the feeling of Mary and Joseph 
as they set forth on the long journey to 
Egypt. Only one thing counts—the 
safety of the child, the restoration to 
health after contagious disease or acci- 
dent. During hospitalization how much 
time parents, especially mothers, spend 
in going to see that son or daughter. In 
times of illness the burden of work 
usually falls heaviest upon mothers, al- 
though fathers aren't exempt. 

2. Emergencies pass, normal condi- 
tions return for parents today as they 
did for Mary and Joseph. Under these 
normal conditions there is ample oppor- 
tunity to surround children with pa- 
rental love. Indeed, the type of training 
a child receives determines to a large 
degree his success or failure in meeting 
life’s situations. Discipline that is firm 
but not unduly strict, love that is ready 
to help but not oversolicitous, guidance 
that is certain even while children are 
taught to make their own decisions— 
here is real parental protection. 

3. Think of Christian education. The 
protecting love of Mary and Joseph for 
the growing Jesus included religious 
training. It began in the home, and that 
is still the place to begin. It continued 
in the synagogue school. Parents give 
valuable cooperation by seeing that their 
children are regular in attendance at 
church school. Mary and Joseph went 
with Jesus to the synagogue services 
Wise parents today will be seen in 
church with their children, giving them 
the stimulus of their own example, the 
inspiration of shared Christian experi- 
ences. 

4. In their desire to protect their chil- 
dien parents often realize that their own 
human love is not enough; they call 
upon God to work mightily for their 
sons and daughters. When Jesus stayed 
behind in the temple and his parents 
searched for him, we may be sure that 
in their anxiety they sought God's wis- 
dom and direction. One mother tells 
how she prays for her children when- 
ever she feels concern for any one of 
them. She seeks to wrap each one in a 
cloud of divine light and power. In 
many instances this is all she can do, but 
what is more important? 

5. The time comes for all parents when 
they can no longer go with their chil- 
dren and personally protect them. They 
must allow them to take their lives 
into their own hands and perhaps do 
things contrary to the parents’ deepest 
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desire. All that remains is for parental 
love to stand by, still desiring the best 
for that son or daughter, persistently 
praying for it, trusting early instruction 
will not be entirely without effect. Good 
Christian training is never lost. In the 
vast majority of instances it produces 
tomorrow's faithful parents and citizens.

PENTECOST, BIRTHDAY OF 
THE CHURCH

Bvervbody likes to celebrate his birth- 

day. Today we celebrate the birth- 
day of the Christian church. Another 
name for this greatest of birthdays is 
Pentecost. It always comes fifty days 
after Easter. On it we remember how 
fearful men and women suddenly, by a 
great experience, became confident and 
bold 

|. The church began with a thrilling 
conviction that Jesus had conquered 
death. Misguided religion, betrayed 
loyalty, and political expediency com- 
bined to crucify Jesus. The cross seemed 
to the disciples to be the end of every- 
thing. But here is Peter at Pentecost 
saying, . this Jesus, you crucified 
. But God raised him up, having 
loosed the pangs of death... .” (Acts 
2:23, 24) Out of defeat came victory, 
and with the victory the church sprang 
into existence. Because Jesus defeated 
death, we believe he will never finally 
be defeated by anything. 

2. The church began in a new and 
more wonderful revelation of God. It 
was God who had been at work in the 
life of Jesus, who had raised him from 
the dead, who had thwarted man’s evil 
intention. This means that if we want to 
know what God is like, we have only 
to consider what he did in Christ. “He 
who has seen me has seen the Father.” 
(John 14:9) God is the Creator— 
great thinker, great designer, great 
architect. Yes, but when at Pentecost 
we think of God as Christlike, we get 
the deepest, fullest picture of him—as 
powerful goodness, seeking love 

3. The church began in a new and 
more wonderful experience of God's 
presence and power. “You shall receive 
power” had been the promise of the 
risen Christ. (Acts 1:8) Now that 
power had come. It turned the disciples’ 
fear into fortitude, their cowardice into 
courage, their weakness into strength. 
They reasoned that if God could raise 


the crucified Jesus, he could do anything 
for them. It is wonderful to find this 
Pentecostal faith for ourselves, to be- 
lieve in a Christlike God who is ready 
to work mightily within us for all good 
things. 

4. The church began with an enthusi- 
asm and joy which sprang directly out 
of what the disciples knew of God in 
Christ. They were so happy that Peter 
had to defend them against the charge 
of being “filled with new wine”! Ir is 
thrilling to be a Christian, to know Jesus, 
to see in the cross God's love, to know 
there is Easter morning. Is it because 
we take Christian privileges so much 
for granted that we aren't happier? Are 
we afraid of being thought queer if we 
display our feelings? We show enthu- 
siasm about other things; why not about 
our faith? 

5. In a crooked generation, with many 
restless and dissatisfied people, Peter 
urged everyone to repent and turn to 
Christ for spiritual direction, ample 
power, abiding joy. This, too, is the 
Christian message for our time. Look 
at Christ, victorious and living; with 
the help of the New Testament linger 
in his presence long enough to catch 
his spirit, and “little by little, in terms 
of your problems as they arise, he will 
guide you into a life that is as different 
from the life of an untoward generation 
as a straight line is from a crooked one.’

WHAT DO THESE STONES 
MEAN? 


Hymns: God of Our Fathers—O God, 
We Pray for All Mankind—Lead On,

Lesson: Joshua 4:1-9 

Text: “These stones shall be 
memorial for ever.” Joshua 4:7 


66 hat do these stones mean?” 

When children of coming 
generations asked this question, they 
would be told how their people had 
once crossed the Jordan and how 
Joshua had erected a memorial. Men 
have continued to erect memorials to 
preserve the memory of stirring events, 
of outstanding persons. 

1. Think, first, of stones erected by 
families in memory of departed loved 
ones. Old epitaphs often reveal pathos 
and wisdom, sometimes touched with 
humor. Here are wise words of one old 
epitaph: “What we have, we have. What 
we are, we owe. What we will be, re- 
mains. Praise God!” Not even death 
can rob us of Christlike character, the 
memory of good deeds done. What we 
have become is due to parents and 
friends, to a great company of people 
before us and around us. Our knowledge 
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of the coming life is small; we trust God 
to keep us in his loving care 

2. Out in the Black Hills of South Da- 
kota there is “the shrine of democracy,” 
four portraits of national figures cut 
from solid rock. Each one deserves to 
be remembered every Memorial Day 
Washington is there because of his 
integrity, without which no individual 
or nation can be strong. Jefferson is 
there because of his belief in democracy, 
the ability of average men to govern 
themselves. Theodore Roosevelt is there 
because he worked for clean government 
and the square deal. Lincoln is there 
because he put statesmanship above 
politics. 

3. Aren't there heroes of peace whose 
deeds deserve to be gratefully remem- 
bered? Despite the increase of safety de- 
vices and the taking of known precau- 
tions, peaceful pursuits still have their 
dangezs. Think of miners swept away 
by an explosion, railroaders involved 
in accidents, air pilots and stewardesses 
lost in a crash, firemen crushed be 
neath collapsing walls, physicians and 
nurses succumbing to diseases they were 
investigating or combating. The graves 
of such heroes of peace might well be 
decorated along with the graves of our 
war heroes. 

4. The church has its own reasons for 
observing Memorial Day. There are 
notable memorials to important persons 
and events in Christian history. We 
might visit the Roger Williams monu- 
ment in Providence, honoring a man 
whose convictions about freedom were 
eventually built into the law of the 
land. At Williamstown in Massachusetts 
we can see the Maystack monument 
commemorating missionary pioneers 
At Amherst in Burma stands a memo 
rial stone marking the grave of Ann 
Hasseltine Judson, devoted wife and 
helper of a great Baptist missionary 

5. What do these stones mean? This 
question cannot be asked about many 
persons and events because no memo 
rials were erected and the names have 
been forgotten. Who was the first man 
tw shape a tool? to produce fire? to 
plant wild seeds? to domesticate an ani 
mal? to find and copper of 
iron? Nobody knows! A memoria! 
could well be erected for unknown 
Christians who helped to shape creeds, 
to paint pictures of Christ in the cata- 
combs, to write hymns, to become mis 
sionaries, for the humble forgotten 
Christians of every generation

5. The old story bears witness to a fact 
written large in human experience— 
the importance of parental care. It was 
the mother of Moses who conceived and 
set in motion a bold plan for his pro- 
tection. In the early, formative years 
there is much every parent can do. Of 
greatest significance is sharing in the 
fellowship of the church, surrounding 
our children with a community of faith, 
so guiding them that they will grow up 
knowing and loving Jesus, the Friend 
of children, and wanting to accept him 
in due time as personal Savior and liv-

1. Here, then, is a father who, above 
all other voices, was most attentive to 
the voice of God. “God said to him, 
‘Abraham!’ And he said. ‘Here am L’” 
In Bible language, in ancient Hebrew 
ways of thinking, “to have a deep con- 
viction is to hear divine voice.” Abra- 
ham had been thinking deeply about 
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God and what he rightfully expects of 
a man. If we do not hear God speaking 
to us, it isn't that God doesn’t talk to 
nen as he once did, but that we haven't 
the eagerness of Abraham to listen for 
what God has to say 

2. In Abraham we meet a father who 
felt God was putting him to the test 
He felt highly favored of God, but was 
his faith big enough for sacrifice? Per- 
haps we have wondered, when every- 
thing has been going well with us, how 
we would react to sudden trouble. 
Could we meet the test with fortitude 
and courage? Abraham met the test of 
his faith with finest faith and fidelity 
He heard God say, “Now I know that 
you fear God.” No man passes the tests 
of life without the preparation that 
comes from faithful living in less stren- 
uous days 

3. Abraham lived in a day when hu-

man sacrifice was practiced 
evidence of it in the Bible 
fathers of other religions sacrifice their 
sons, he came to feel that he should 
hold nothing back from his God. But 
even as his hand was raised to slay his 
son at the altar, his conscience heard 
a new word of God. Sacrifice of an 
animal would be an acceptable substi 
In time, of course, men came to 
see that God is no more interested in 
animal sacrifice than he is in human 
sacrifice. What he wants is man's love 
and loyalty 

4. In due time Jesus came, and at 
last gave his life on the cross. Seeking 
to describe their new experience of God 
in him, Christians said that in the death 
of Jesus they could see God acting on 
the plane of man’s own most heart 
rendering devotion—God yielding up 
his Son to redeem the world. (John 
2:16) This is the gospel, the good news 
of God's grace in Christ. Before the 
cross multitudes have been chastened 
into penitence, awakened to gratitude, 
stirred to fresh hope, inspired to new 
devotion, saying, “Love so amazing 
demands my soul 

5. When Abraham 
caught nearby and used it for a sacrifice, 
he called the place by a name which 
means “God will see” or “God will pro 
vide.” Here is an ancient word to en 
courage us when we feel we've reached 
the end of our rope, not knowing what 
else to do. This is the time to remember 
that “man’s extremity is God's oppor 
tunity.” Dr. Russell H. Conwell’s story 
of the building of the Baptist Temple 
in Philadelphia years ago is filled with 
instances of how divine help can come 
at the moment of man’s greatest need, 
That may be your experience!

A tree is a splendid sight as it puts 
forth new leaves in the spring, as 
it stands in all its glory in the summer, 
as it becomes a flaming sentinel in the 
autumn. The psalmist says the man 
whose life is deeply planted in the law 
of the Lord “is like a tree.” How does 
a good man resemble a tree? The answer 
is helpful. 
1. He is like a tree in that he has 
a source of spiritual refreshment that 
cannot be exhausted in time of spiritual 
drought. Out in Indiana there was a tree 
that flourished even when the leaves of 
other trees were withering. When it was 
cut down to make way for a new road,

the secret came out 
of water into which the tree 
its roots. For the good man the spring 
will be the Word of God in which he 
reads, upon which he meditates; it will 
be habits of private prayer and public 
worship; it will be friends who also 
love the Lord 

2. A good man is like a tree in that 
he keeps growing spiritually. Asked 
how he kept his vigorous health into 
advanced years, Longfellow pointed to 
an apple tree in bloom and said he 
tried to grow a little new wood each 
year. The man who chooses the right 
kind of company is stirred to become a 
better person himself. He finds th« 
Bible will not let him be content with 
what he is now, but always urges him 
on to better things. Think of Paul 
straining forward to what lies ahead 
answering God's call in Christ, inviting 
us to be like-minded 

3. A good man resembles a tree be 
cause his faith stimulates the recupera 
tive powers God has put within his 
mind and body. The recuperative power 
of a tree is remarkable; if the bark is 
cut or injured, a new covering 1s grown 
to heal the scar. In our bodies and minds 
there is a similar recuperative power 
power for recovery from physical illness, 
power for mental adjustment in dis 
couragement and failure. But this re 
cuperative power works most effectively 
only when there is vital faith in God 
as many have discovered in their own 
experience. 

4. A good man is like a tree in that 
he becomes outwardly attractive in per 
sonality and action. How does a tre 
become beautiful? Isn't it by taking into 
itself all the forces of nature? So a 
Christian “beholding the glory of the 
Lord” is changed into his likeness. A 
redcap confessed that he fell short of 
the standards of Christ. Then be began 
to practice love in his daily work. Soon 
he not only felt better but his new 
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spirit was reflected in his face and in 
his words. He took delight in telling 
others what God had done for him. 

5. A good man resembles a tree by 
living usefully toward others and not 
alone for his own benefit. Many and 
varied are the services of trees in the 
economy of nature upon which man is 
so dependent. It is God's intention that 
everyone be of some benefit to others, 
both in the work by which we earn a 
livelihood and in the unpaid services we 
render in our free time in church and 
community. When any labor or service 
is performed in the spirit of Christ, we 
are entitled to say with him, “My Father 
is working still, and I am working.” 
(John 5:17)

THE WORD OF GOD 
ABOUT FREEDOM 


Hymns: God of Our Fathers, Known 
of Old—O Beautiful for Spacious Skies 
—Blest Be the Tie That Binds 

Lesson: Galatians 5:1-15 

Text: “For freedom Christ has set us 
free; Galatians 5:1 


A great passage of the Bible with 

freedom for its theme is the fifth 
chapter of Galatians. “For freedom 
Christ has set us free,’ Paul declares in 
words that summarize the thought of 
his entire letter. Here is the noblest dis- 
cussion of freedom to be found any- 
where. It is our Christian Declaration 
of Independence 

1. The first element in the Word of 
God about freedom is a true picture of 
God. “You were in bondage to beings 
that by nature are no gods,” Paul told 
the Galatians. The god of public opin- 
ion, the god of money, the god of self, 
the god of fear—how many people are 
in bondage to these false deities. Real 
freedom begins in our surrender to the 
heavenly Father we know in Christ. Let 
go of your sins and failures, your anxie 
ties and fears; surrender your whole 
sclf. Out of such surrender will come 
a sense of release, a new freedom, a new 
power. 

2. The second element in freedom is 
a simple conception of religion. “Do not 
submit again to a yoke of bondage, 
said Paul. His converts had been re 
leased from pagan fears and supersti 
tions. They were not to fall into new 
bondage, believing those who said they 
couldn't be complete Christians without 
observing Jewish rites and ceremonies 
Christianity is a religion of grace; sal- 
vation is by faith, not by keeping rites 
and ceremonies. A ceremony can be a 
beautiful expression of faith in Christ, 
but faith is the most important thing 

3. The third element in the Word of 
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God about freedom is that freedom is 
never license to do as one pleases. “Do 
not use your freedom as an opportunity 
for the flesh,” Paul warned. A returned 
scldier said, “I fought over there to say 
and do exactly as I please.” Here was 
failure to understand the nature of free- 
dom. There are laws of nature we dis- 
regard at our peril. Rules are necessary 
for living together in a crowded world. 
Our lives are so interrelated that by 
doing as we please we can hurt other 
people, perhaps someone we dearly love 

4. Freedom, therefore, is best used 
as an opportunity for kindly practice 
Through love be servants of one an- 
other,” Paul declared. Walter Lippmann 
once defined freedom as the right to 
look any man in the eye and tell him 
where to go. Paul believed freedom is 
the right to look any man in the eye 
and hail him as brother. According to 
a Reader's Digest article, American wo- 
men are discovering this fact, as in 
amazing numbers they are working in 
welfare organizations. They learn that 
the art of living is the art of giving— 
yourself.” 

5. God intends all everywhere 
to enjoy true liberty in every area of 
life. The promise of freedom in Christ 
isn't confined to one people or area 
While Paul was writing about spiritual 
freedom rather than about political 
freedom, there is enough dynamite in 
his ideas to shatter every tyranny. Let 
men begin to say, “For freedom Christ 
has set us free,” and they will not long 
remain content either to enslave or to 
be enslaved. They will see that men 
born in the image of God and born 
again in the power of Christ are en- 
titled to freedom

COME AWAY AND REST 
A WHILE 


Hymns: © Day of Rest and Gladness— 
How Gentle God's Commands—Thou 
My Everlasting Portion 

Lesson: Mark 6:30-44 

Text: “Come away by yourselves to a 
lonely place, and rest a while.” Mark 
6:41 


We usually think of Jesus as the 


vigorous leader calling his fol- 
lowers to sacrificial service for the king 
dom of God. But there was another side 
to Jesus—his gracious concern for his 
disciples when they were tired and 
needed rest. “Come away by yourselves 
to a lonely place, and rest a while,” he 
said. 

l. From this thoughtful interest of 
Jesus in the physical welfare of his dis- 
ciples we may infer that care of health 
and strength is a religious duty. Fatigue 
too long unrelieved does things to us, 


and they are not good. It makes us more 
susceptible to worry; it lowers our re 
sistance to illness. Consequently part of 
the total obligation we owe to ourselves 
and God is to get adequate rest and re- 
laxation. If the Devil, as we say, takes 
no rest, maybe that’s why he’s so devil- 
ish! But we are so constituted that rest 
periods are absolutely essential 


2. Most of us agree that adequate 
rest is important for physical and spirit- 
ual welfare, but how can we get the rest 
we need? Vacation time comes but once 
a year; weekends are often busy; there's 
the daily pressure. Even the plans of 
Jesus for rest were broken by the ap- 
pearance of an eager crowd. But the 
disciples could rest while crossing the 
lake, while listening to Jesus. Much of 
our rest must be gotten in such frag- 
ments of time—sitting down or lying 
down for a tew minutes whenever we 
can deliberately fit such rest periods into 
our schedule 


3. Jesus appreciated the beauty of 
nature; he often himself by 
turning to spots he had come to love 
The older translation refers to “ a desert 
place,” but the newer translations have “a 
lonely place,” not devoid of beauty but 
out of the with green grass on 
which the people reclined to eat, wild 
flowers no doubt growing freely, with 
sight of the lake near by and the hills 
beyond. Close contact with nature as 
God's handiwork does rest and refresh 
us. Here is good reason for the vacation 
ing of city folk at the seashore and 
mountains

i. The long vacation comes but once 
a year, but we need vacation experiences 
often. Jesus relaxed in the company of 
people; he liked to observe children at 
play. One housewife stops to read when 
the grind begins to get her down, after 
ward wading into her housework. An 
other woman takes piano lessons as her 
way to reduce the pressure. Then there 
is the art of retiring into mental quiet 
ness, advocated long ago by Marcus 
Aurelius. Some have country houses, he 
said, but one can find tranquillity by 
turning inward, occupying his soul with 
high thoughts 


5. No vacation, long or brief, would 
be complete for Jesus without thoughts 
of God and his grace in moments of 
worship and prayer. A_ businessman 
finds release from tension by spending 
two minutes in meditation each morn 
ing and afternoon, thinking of God, his 
presence, his peace and power. The 
church is a place of rest and renewal

WHEN THE WORM TURNS 


Hymns: How Firm a Foundation— 
There Is Never a Day So Dreary 
Fight the Good Fight! 
Lesson: Isaiah 41:8-16 
Text: “Fear not, you worm Jacob, 
Behold, I will make of you a threshing 
sledge, new, sharp, and having teeth; 
Isaiah 41:14, 15 
T™ Bible has a habit of setting forth 
spiritual truth in the most striking 

ways. Could any comparison be more 
striking than the one in our text—a soft, 
crawling worm becoming an iron 
toothed implement? One can imagine 
ancient people opening their ears to 
that, getting the point and being heart 
ened by it. It is a comparison to put 
iron into our souls, to give us spiritual 
backbone. Let us see what it means 

1. Plainly these words were addressed 
long ago to people who lived in fear 
That is understandable, for they were 
Hebrew captives in Babylon, often re 
garded with contempt, their future un 
certain. We are not captives in a for 
eign land, but we know about fear, how 
it makes us feel like soft worms crawl- 
ing in the dust, not knowing where to 
turn. To this spiritual need the prophet 
spoke long ago; to it the Bible speaks 
in our experience today. In words of 
inspired insight the Bible gives us the 
truth we need to stand us on our feet 
again 

2. So it is with our text from Isaiah 
The prophet wasn't thinking of a worm 
in any unworthy sense; it was actually 
a term of endearment. You feel very 
small, like a worm? You feel alone, few 
in numbers? Not so, said the prophet 
you are neither small nor alone in God's 
sight; you are the object of his affection, 
his purpose. “You are my servant; I am 
with you; be not dismayed.” Reading 
the words of Isaiah 41:10 over and over 
again, a Woman in great fear was 
quickly relieved. “I know God; he is 
my life,” she came to say. 


os 


3. The love of God the prophet talked 
about is an active love. “1! will help you, 
says the Lord; your redeemer is the 
Holy One of Israel!" God is the Re- 
deemer because he will come to the 
rescue of his captive people, lead them 
back to their own land. God works re- 
demptively for us—through the healing 
forces of our bodies, through advancing 
knowledge, by opening doors in times 
of trouble. At the cross the truth of 
God's redeeming action comes to fullest 
expression. By a costly act on his part 
in Christ he sets men free from spiritual 
bondage. 

4. Knowing God's love and redeem 
ing power, the worm turns and becomes 
strong for the overcoming of obstacles 
Everyone needs to be spiritually strong 
It often takes strength to stand up for 
our convictions when they are ridiculed, 
to persist in the right when the crowd 
is going another way, to resist tempta 
tions to lesser ways of life, to stick to 
simple habits of honesty and upright 
ness. Men and women in tougher spots 
than we are ever likely to know have 
come off victoriously as their ordinary 
human nature has become strong 
through faith 

5. That in God's love and continued 
presence there is power to fight on 
without fainting and with a feeling of 
spiritual victory- this 1s good news 
Many have so experienced it. One man, 
like the ancient captives, was engulfed 
by doubts and fears. Then the reading 
of Christian literature turned his 
thoughts to Christ. 'n Christ's name he 
commanded his doubts and fears to 
leave him. They did leave, and his soul 
leaped for joy in a peace he found 
hard to describe. Continuing to read his 
Bible and pray, he has an abiding peace 
that is “like liquid joy.”

HOW TO LIVE INA 
WORLD OF CHANGE 


Hymns: Summer Suns Are Glowing— 


Great Is Thy Faithfulness—All the Way 
My Savior Leads Me 

Lesson: Acts 10:9-35 

Text: “God has shown me that I should 
not call any man common or unclean. 


Acts 10:28 


here is one unchanging fact of life 
—change! Life grows and, in 
growing, changes. The conditions under 
which we live change. Religion is not 
untouched by change. The Bible is a 
sure guide for living in a world of 
change. Consider Peter's experience in 
Acts 10 and 11. 

1. It suggests that we had better make 
due allowance for our natural resistance 
to change. Peter's first reaction to God's 
invitation to think and act in a new 
way was, “No, Lord, for I have never 
eaten anything that is cCOMmmon or un 
clean.” To be sure, some changes ought 
to be resisted; but we have to be care 
ful lest we set ourselves against some 
real forward movement of the human 
spirit, some new purpose of God for 
Christian thought and action. Peter 
overcame his natural resistance to 
change and said, “Who I that | 
could withstand God? 


was 


2. Change can wake us up and result 
in progress not otherwise to be achieved 
It isn't pleasant to be tumbled out of 
a comfortable bed of the familiar by 
the alarm bell of change, but it is often 
the only means to larger ideas and richer 
life. “Truly I perceive that God shows 
no partiality, but in every nation any 
one who fears him and does what is 
right is acceptable to him.” What in 
sight into God's grace is here expressed! 
It took a vision experience to bring 
Peter from his inherited exclusiveness 
to this broader, truer conception of 
God 

3. We may have to feel our way to 
ward the right answer to the question 
of change, keeping alert to the leading 
of God and the needs of our particular 
situation. The meaning of Peter's vision 
didn’t dawn upon him ali at once. He 
“was inwardly perplexed as to what the 
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vision might mean.” The answer came 
as he responded to the invitation of Cor- 
nelius, talked with him, became con- 
vinced that although he and his friends 
were Gentiles, they were entitled to 
baptism. So to exercise judgment is in 


God's plan for us 


4. God has placed within us the 
ability to deal with changing situations 
Although Peter at first resisted change 
and passed through a time of perplexity, 
he found himself able to deal compe- 
tently with the new situation. Anyone 
compelled to make some unexpected 
or unwelcome change can be encouraged 
by this fact. Adults facing the compul- 
sion of change should know that middle- 
aged persons have learning ability al- 
most as great as that of young people at 
the most favorable ages. All our God 
given abilities function best through 
faith and prayer 


5. To deal adequately with what is 
changing, we need to get our eyes on 
the unchanging. Here is the secret of 
Peter's competence in dealing with 
change. Turn to Psalm 46:1-3 and share 
the faith of another man who was no 
stranger to the fact of change, 
was familiar with the greater fact of 
God's presence and power. Remember 
that “Jesus Christ is the same yesterday 
and today and always God's 
Word to man, 
his spirit will aid in finding the best 
solution to our problem and power to 
meet new demands

Waiting for the Lord renews our 
strength because in thinking about God 
our attention is turned away from evils 
of the mind that often fatigue us more 
than strenuous labor—evils like self- 
centeredness, fear, resentment, indecis- 
ion. A man who complained of being 
tired all the time discovered that his 
condition was the carrying 
around a load of resentment and self 
pity. When he took God into his life, 
he not only came to a more reasonable 
attitude toward his situation but also 
found a new strength for his daily 
tasks.

Life calls for the ability 
of many to trudge along year in and 
year out—parents raising families on 
modest incomes, church school teachers 
staying with their classes, men and wo 
men doing good work in obscure posi 
tions, young people persisting in tough 
college courses.

West Africa. The story is told entirely 
by color photography and the accom- 
panying recording. Each filmstrip has a 
message. This reviewer found the one 
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on “Firelighters” the most fascinating 
“Firelighters” is the name of a girls 
Organization operating under the 
mission's leadership. The picture story 
gives in detail the social life and train- 
ing at the summer camp 

The dozens of attractive teen-age girls 
show the possibilities inherent in 
African youth. In the presentation we 
see them at worship, at play, at handi 
craft classes, and in preparation of food 
for their meals. Like their sisters in the 
United States, they seem to take to camp 
life. And, believe me, these girls can 
sing. The firelighting ceremony in the 
African bush is much different from 
that in the United States. In some in 
stances it becomes a mighty flame. But 
the pledge of loyalty to the good things 
of life compares favorably with that of 
an American group of Girl Scouts. 

The other three filmstrips do as good 
a job in their respective categories 
Angola Awakes is a general picture of 
the possible new Africa. A School Bell 
Rings in Angola is an interesting story 
of a little boy who went to the mission 
school although his father resisted the 
idea. The father capitulated when the 
boy came to his aid by reading to him 
the first mail communication the man 
had ever received. Gifts of Healing tells 
the story of a mission hospital with all 
of its griefs and joys. 

These filmstrips offer splendid, veri- 
fied information for study groups and 
classes. The United Church of Canada is 
to be congratulated for its work in their 
production.

It is hard to think of a more difficult 
task than that of trying to tell the 
philosophy of the Book of Job with 
filmstrip and record. Yet Job is the sub 
ject of the first two presentations in this 
set. There are also two filmstrips on 
Daniel and one each on Jonah and 
“Jotham and the Bramble Bush 

In reality the technique used is simple 
and very effective. In the case of Job, 
the narrator introduces an old man, 
standing near a small group, who takes 
over the task of telling the story of Job 
The voices used are those of the nar- 
rator, the old man, “God,” Bildad, 
“Satan,” Eliphaz, Elihu, a listener, and 


Job. 
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It is amazing how by the use of Bible 
quotations and visualization you can 
follow the story and absorb the conflict 
in the soul of Job. However, I would 
classify it as suitable for youth and adults 
only. 

In the story of Daniel the narrator 
dates the book; then through the voices 
and effective pictures the viewer lives 
over again the dramatic episodes in the 
life of Daniel. 

Jonah, the Reluctant Missionary is 
introduced by means of a community 
argument in which Jews are insisting 
that all foreign wives be put away, as 
the Jews alone are the people of God 
This very cleverly introduces the parable 
through an old man who is given per- 
mission to tell it 

The story of Jotham has a very 
modern setting. A minister is having 
the common difficulty of securing good 
leaders for his The same 
people who complain about poor leader- 
ship will not accept the responsibilities 
of leadership. So the clergyman tells the 
old story of Jotham concerning the trees 
which sought to elect a king. Only the 
bramble bush would consent to accept 
the role. Here is a wonderful story for 
any minister to use in a congregational

CHURCH USE OF 
SCHOOL BUILDING 
(continued from page 20) 

If the use of the school build- 
ings were permitted for pro- 
longed periods of time, without 
evidence of an immediate inten- 
tion on the part of the church to 
construct its own building, we 
think it could hardly be con- 
templated that the public school 
system or its property could be 
employed in the permanent pro- 
motion of any particular sect or 
denomination. Such, however, is 
not the case here. Were we to 
apply literally the rule advo- 
cated by the appellants, it could 
lead to almost absurd results. It 
will be recalled that the appel- 
lants contend that any benefit 
to a religious group resulting 
from the use of the public prop- 
erty ipso facto constitutes an in- 
direct contribution of public 
funds in violation of the cited 
section of the Florida Declara- 
tion of Rights. Were this the 
rule, no religious organization 
could ever legitimately rent or 
otherwise use or occupy any 
public property. We know 
that such services are custo- 
marily held in public parks or 
playgrounds and, in some in- 
stances, in public school and 
state university stadia. The 
Easter sunrise service is dedi- 
cated to memorializing the 
resurrection of Christ, a distin- 
gushing aspect of the dogma of 
Christianity as contrasted to 
Judaism. An application of the 
rule contended for by appellants 
would result in prohibiting such 
service not only on school 
grounds or stadia but in any 
public park. We think that 
when the rule is reduced to such 
absurd application its fallacies 
and weaknesses become obvious.
